The appended article upon the condi- 


tion of legislative aifairs in Great Britain 
is an excerpt from a letter written to a 
member of THE SUN'S staff by a gentle- 
man of high social stauding and of no 
mean ability, now residing in London but 
who was in Lowell some months ago. 
He 


says that probably a few words from the 
other side of the Atlantic would be of in- 
terest to manj in and around Lowell. 
He 


says: 


The recent attitude of the British house 


of lords in the rejection of the Irish home 
rule bill and still more recently in its oppo- 
sition to the parish councils bill has opened 
a crusade in the ranks of the liberal and 
radical parties of the house of commons 
with a view to its ultimate extinction as a 
legislative body. 


That the house of commons, which is 


really the voice of tho people, is in a great 
measure hampered and held in check by 
the upper house is only too painfully true, 
but at the same time the power of the 
house of lords has in a great many in- 
stances, during the past 
half century, 


proved itself a wise and wholesome re- 
straint to the too radical policy ot the ultra- 
liberal party in the commons. 


The wisest politicians of all parties in 


the house of commons will hesitate before 
furthering; the abolition of the upper house 
as a legislative body, as it would necessi- 
tate, if the house of lords should be anni- 
hilated, the granting the deposed peers, 
the s*iu< i^iiviJege that is the birth right of 
every British subject, namely, the right to 
represent any elective constituency in the 
house of commons and if th?>t were the 
case, we should have the LJUSC of com- 
mons over-run with deposed peers, whose 
influence throughout the country districts, 
where they are in most cases the landed 
proprietor, would almost invariably insure 
their election to the commons. 


The peerage of Great Britain is generally 


understood to be the concentration of 
British aristocracy and that only those fam- 
ilies to be found In "Burke" or "Debiett" 
form the nobles of the land. 


Within the last century the term nobility 


has been misapplied to signify exclusively 
those persons who have been raised to the 
peerage and their immediate families and 
the multitude of races of the ancient aris- 
tocracy which exists throughout England, 
without ever bavins been decorated with 
titles, together with the collateral branches 
of the descendants of the younger sons of 
the ancient peers have gradually lost the 
tradition of nobility and are enrolled un- 
der the name of "gentry." 


Among the entitled gentry of Britain are 


many far more ancient families ttian are to 
found among the majority of those which 
have been raised to the peerage, and it can 
be strongly asserted that the true nobility 
and aristocracy of England is inadequately 
represented by the peerage and the claims 
of the untitled gentry are acknowledged 
from the imperial rourt down to the small- 
est provincial town, in the various circles 
of 
English 
society 
and 
may 
be 


seen by the numerous intermarriages of 
the peerage aud the commoners. 


The law of primogeniture has kept titles 


and great estates in the hands of a few, 
the descendents of the elder branches in- 
heriting a perpetual title and the cadets 
of the younger branch drifting into the 
class of gentry; hence a duke or an earl 
has handed down his coronet, rank to 
one branch, the other branch has been con- 
tent to swell the ranks of the untitled, yet 
both are of equal birth and distinction. 
The aristocracy of Great Britain is the 
most democratic in the world. From the 
eleventh and twelfth centuries down to our 
own time, the peer and the commoner 
bave married and given in marriage, a 
duke's daughter has rca~ried a knight, aud 
a plain Mr. and royalty itself has intermar- 
ried with its subjects; the daughters, sis- 
ters and nieces of reigning kings have mar- 
ried commoners, and the sovereign himself 
has married the daughter of a commoner of 
small estate; for exarople,King Edward IV 
married 
Elizabeth Woodville, and Sir 


Thomas St. Leger married Ann Plantageuet 
daughter of Richard, Duke of York, father 
of King Edward the IV. 


Thomas, Earl of Norfolk, son of Eoward 


L, married Alice, daughter of Sir John 
Halles, and several of the queens of King 
Henry the Eighth, were the daughters of 
the untitled gentry. 


There are among the untitled aristocracy 


of Great Britain today more than 400 fam- 
ilies who are lineally descended from the 
reigning kings of England. Some in the 
10th 
or 12th generation, and as such are 


entitled to quarter the royal arms of Eng- 
land on their armorial shields. Such fami- 
lies as those descended from Kings Edward 
I, Edward III, Henry III and Henry VII, 
need not fear to challenge their pedigrees 
with the majority of the peers today. 


A cursory glance through Burke's Land- 


ed Gentry will also show that hundreds of 
the untitled .gentry of Great Britain are 
living on the same manors that their an- 
cestors held in many cases prior to the Nor- 
man Conquest in 1086, and in most cases 
from the feudal times between the reign of 
William the Conqueror and Henry VII, 
and embrace generation and generation of 
knights, distinguished warriors, statesmen 
and divines, and the British armyjlist today, 
will shew you the names of descendants of 
ancestors who fought at Hasting*, Crecy, 
Agincourt, Bosworth, Blenheim, Waterloo 
and so on to our own time. In how many 
ancestral 
mansions 
may be seen the 


armour, spear and short sword wielded by 
the ancestors of the house against the Sar- 
acens during the early crusades in Pales- 
tine. 


The descendants of the old 
warrior 


barons, who forced King John in 1215 to 
sign the Magna Charier, England's great 
charter of freedom to each and all of her 
subjects, the barons who were constantly 
waging war against each other, and who 
shut themselves up in their Norman castles 
and delied the army of the king himself, 
they are not found among the peerage but 
among the landed and untitled aristocracy. 


The descendents of the barons who took 


sides in the wars of the Roses which finally 
terminated in King Henry VII. coming to 
the throne on the death of King Richard 
(slain at the battle of Bosworth Field) and 
thus uniting the claims of the rival houses, 
are in most cases among the esquires and 
untitled lords of the manor,'and not among 
that assemblage which sits in the upper 
house at Westminster and legislates for the 
people, not elected by the masses who are 
made amenable to those laws, but by acci- 
dent of birth. On the other hand the peer- 
age of Great Britain has been recruited 
from time to time from families surth as I 
have mentioned and many peeri today 


twr* .it\.i?A 


trace their »ices'ry iu uninterrupted des- 
cent from the Norman companions of 
William, the Conqueror. Manyt'veti from 
the Saxon nobles of the titnts of King Al- 
fred, the Great, but the majority of earls, 
viscounts and barons of today have sprung 
from families which were obscure and .un- 
known to the time of King James I. 


The true history of England as England 


is in her constitution today began with 
Henry VII, the oW feadal system had been 
abolished, and the peerage since that 
period has been recruited from men who 
bave shown themselves pre-eminent in 
statesmanship, and who have in other ways 
rendered themselves serviceable to 
the 


country. There are such families as the 
Earls of Shrewsbury, the great Scotch 
houses of Aifivle and Hamilton which have 
been enabled ior centuries, but tht-se fam- 
ilies must not be mentioned wi'h the newer 
peers, of mushroom growth c?"T?!e peerages 
of DrAsslj, Cairns and 
several others 


created for political purposes. Compare 
the peerages of Ireland 
with the Irish 


landed gentry of Milesian descent. In Ire- 
land that class which ignorance restricts 
the right of nobility namely, the peerage 
is a mistaken idea of the real aristocracy 
of the laud. In England and Scotland the 
peerage !s a fair representative of the an- 
cient and noble families of the country, 
but not so in Ireland. IIow few of the 
Irish 
peers are like the O'Neils aud 


O'Biiens connected with the history of 
their native country, during its days of in- 
dependence. The majority of Irish peers 
have sprung from families who emigrated to 
Ireland in the reigis of Queen Elizabeth 
and James I; a few in Henry IPs time, 
and are really not of the Irish race at all, 
but of Al^o-Norman or Saxon descent. 
From the above it may be seen that in 
many instances the peers of Great Britain 
are representatives of the ancient nobility 
of the laftd, but the bulk of the real aristo- 
cracy, namely, ths families of ancient and 
knightly lineage, is most frequently met 
with in tha great class of untitled nobility 
commonly termed the gentry, and who are 
acknowledsed aristocrats by their sover- 
eign and by the humblest of their serving 
men, 
and who in their dealings with their 


fellow men will be found to possess that 
nobility of character which stamps a man 
with the hall-mark of a upnileman, wh'cb 
the high sounding distinction known as a 
handle to his name, can never give him.

NINE-HOUR DAV. 


How It is Looked Upon by Edward W. 


Kodgerg. 


MR EDITOR: 


Dear bir. I am glad to see that the work 


of the Lowell labor men is beginning to 
bear fruit. I saw in your columns of yes- 
terday that the committee on labor has re- 
ported favorably on a bill for nine hours 
a day. Tbe question maybe asked why 
am I or other men of Lowell proud of this 
fact? 


Because we can prove that there should 


be DO opposition to such a measure. 
We 


find by investigation that some of our mills 
in Massachusetts have been closed from 
one to three months out of the past year. 
Now, 
how can a manufacturer consistent- 


ly stand before a committee of the legisla- 
ture and oppose such legislation, when he 
has demonstrated the fact that he cannot 
run his mill or workshop, the number of 
hours that he desires his help, to work? I 
find by going into figures that a mill which 
has been shutdown for four weeks out of the 
year has lost 130 hour?. Now there are 313 
working days ia a year, out of wl ich must 
come our holidays, and the mill which has 
been closed for three mouths (as the press 
reports have given) would allow that corpor- 
ation to lose three hundred and sixty 
hours, (more than we ask for in our 
9 hour measure). But that is not the rea- 
son why I am proud of the committee's re- 
port. I am aware of the fact that 
hour you take from the employment 
labor you simply give to labor a chance to 
recuperate from a physical strain, affd you 
give us also a chance to make a market for 
our product, you give us a chance to be- 
come more fraternal, and more able to 
understand wlfat is wanted of us as citizens 
of this country. You also, by reducing the 
hours of labor, give to a multitudinous body 
of people hours of recreation, which they 
do not now enjoy, and I hope that the 
measure will meet with the approval of the 
legislature, and In the meantime I would 
call your attention to something original 
on the subject from your humble servant. 
Arouse yourselves, working men, the call has 


been sounded,

WILSON, N. C., March 31.—There has 


been a aerioua riot at Darlington, grow- 
ing out of an attfiiipt to enforce the diu- 
peusury law. Two citizens of Darlington 
uud two of Governor TUlmau's spies, 
have been killed, and a number of apiea 
and citizens have been wounded. 


The country iu the vicinity of Darling- 


ton has been thoroughly aroused, aud a 
large number of people have turned oufi 
to hunt down the spies. Tho trouble 
grew out of an attempt to suarch private 
iiouaes for the liquor. The cHi/ans pro- 
tested against this and the spies yielded 
in face of the excitement, ntid agreed not 
to search private promises. They also 
promised to leave Darlington, although 
the original force, 17 in number, had 
been reinforced to 87. 


Thoy had gone to the depot wheu they 


were set iipou by some tramps. Out of 
thia grew this trouble, which spread rap- 
idly. The arma of oue of the militia 
companies have beeu taken by the citi- 
KeDs, and a. neighboring militia company 
is reported not to be iu sympathy with 
tho governor. The people of Charlotte, 
Sumier and Darlington agreed to support 
each other in resisting the search ot pri- 
vate h«msv.'». 


Lust night, in accordance with the 


agreement, armed parties of men from 
town and oouutry ue'iunibled in each 
of the above chics, and they picketed all 
the railroad stations from which the spies 
can escape by rail. 
Mounted men are 


scouring the woods for the constables, 
wno aro armed with Winchesters -.aud 
will fight lor their lives. 
Liquor Ia Scarce. 


The Darlington Guards are under arma, 


endeavoring to preserve the peace, but 
trouble 
haq 
outgrown their control. 


Sheriff Scarborough ia powerless, and un- 
der threats of being killed by the citizens 
if he interferes, has subsided. One of the 
wounded constables is iu Darlington jail, 
protected by the local military company. 
There is gruat excitement all over the 
stale, aud the inability to procure liquor 
at this critical juncture ia a godsend to 
the public peace. 


In Columbia, S. C - last night, the ex- 


citement was at fever heat, and throats 
were made against the governor and of 
burning the dispeuHariea. Governor Till- 
mun will uphold the law, 110 matter at 
what cost, and wHI call on the country 
companies to enforce obedience, should 
the city militia continue to refuse to act. 


The constables are said to bo surrounded 


in the swamp, and slaughter ia expected 
at daylight. 


Constable Brennan, one of the three 


who left Darlington by the Charleston, 
Sumter and Northern railroad, Is now 
here. He reports to the governor that his 
detachment was fired upon by the mob 
as the train was pulling oafc, and that at 
the same time the Uetachmenb was about 
to leave on tb« Cheraw aud Darlington 
railroad, and in sigiit of them, was sim- 
ilarly set upou by the citizens. 


Constable Killed. 


Constable Mcliemiou had some words 


with a Mr. Redmond about the Floyd- 
Rogers fight. Some say Redmond cursed 
McLendon and McLendon tired at Red- 
mond. Others say McLendoa fired at 
Rogers, and that the bullet passed through 
Redmond's throat instead, killing him 
instantly. Firing then became general 
and citizens hurried to the front of the 
encounter.

The recent attitude of Ihe British house 


of lords in the rejection of the Irish home 
rule bill and still more recently In its oppo- 
sition to the parish councils bill has opened 
a crusade* in tbc ranks* of the liberal and 
radical parties of the house of commons 
witli a view to ite ultimate extinction as a 
legislative body. 


That, the bouse of commons, which is 


really the voice of the people, is in a prcai 
measure hampered and held .in check by 
tbe upper house is only too painfully true, 
but at the same time ihe power of the 
house of lords has In a great many In- 
stances, during the past half century, 
proved itself a wise and wholesome .re- 
straint to the too radical policy oi the ultra- 
liberal party in the commons. 


The wisest politicians of all parties in 


the hoase of commons will hesitate before 
furthering tho abolitiou of tbc upper house 
as a legislative body; as it would necessi- 
tate, if the house of lords should be anni- 
hilated, the eranlinz the deposed poera, 
the siiiu<; privilege that is the birth right of 
every British subject, namely, the right to 
represent any elective constituency in the 
bouse of commons and if that were tbc 
case, we should have the house of com- 
mons over-run with deposed peers, whose 
inQueucc throughout the country districts, 
where they are in ruosl cases the landed 
proprietors, would almost invariably insure 
their election to the commons. 


The peerage of Great Britain is generally 


understood to be the concentration of 
British aristocracy and that only those fam- 
ilies to be found In "Burke" or "Dehret 
form ilie nobles of the land. 


Within the last century the term nobility 


has been misapplied lo signify exclusively 
those persons who have been raised to the 
peerage and their immediate families and 
the multitude of races of the ancient aris- 
tocracy which exists throughout England, 
without ever having been decorated with 
titles, together with tho collateral branches 
of the descendants of the yoiinner sons of 
the ancient peers have gradually lost the 
tradition of nobility and are enrolled un- 
der tbe name of "gentry." 


Among the entitled geutry of Britain are 


many far more ancient families than are to 
fouud among the majority of those which 
have been raised to the peerage, and it can 
he strongly asserted thai the true nobility 
and aristocracy of England is Inadequately 
represented by the peerage and the claims 
of the untitled gentry are acknowledged 
from the imperial rourt down to the small- 
est provincial town, in the various circles 
of 
English 
society 
and 
may 
be 


seen by the numerous intermarriages ol 
the peerage and the commoners. 


The law of primogeniture has kept titles 


and great estates in the hands of a few, 
the dcscendcnts of tho elder branches in- 
heriting a perpetual title and the cadets 
of the younger brancb drifting Into the 
class of gentry; hence a duke or an earl 
has handed down his coronet, rank to 
one branch, the other branch has been con- 
tent to swell the ranks of the untitled, yet 
both are of equal birth and distinction. 
The aristocracy of Great ^Britain is the 
most democratic in the world. .From the 
eleventh aud twelfth centuries down to our 
own time, the peer and tbe commoner 
have married and [riven in marriage, a 
duke'3 daughter has married a knight, and 
a plain Mr. and royalty ilsolf has intermar- 
ried with its subjects; the daughters, sis- 
ters and nieces of reigning kings have mar- 
ried commoners, and the sovereign himselj 
has married the daughter of a commoner ol 
small estate; for cxamplc,King Edward IT 
married 
Elizabeth Woodville, and Sir 


Thomas St. Legcr married Ann Plan tagenet 
danehter of Richard, Duke of York, father 
of King Edward the IT. 


Thomas, Earl of Norfolk, son of Eoward 


I., married Alice, daughter of Sir John 
Hallos, and several of the queens of King 
Henry the Eighth, were the daughters ol 
the untitled gentry. 


There are among the untitled aristocracy 


of Great Britain today more than 400 fam- 
ilies who arc lineally descended from the 
reigning kings of England. Some in the 
10th or I2th generation, and as such are 
entitled to quarter ihe royal arms of Eng- 
land on their armorial shields. Such fami- 
lies as those descended from Kintrs Edn-ird 
I, Edward III, Henry HI and Henry TII, 
need not fear tc challenge their pedigrees 
with the majority of tbc peers today. 


A cursory glance through Burke's Land- 


ed Gentry will also show thai hundreds of 
the untitled .gentry of Great Britain, are 
living on the- same manors that their an- 
cestors held in many cases prior to theNor- 
mun Conquest In 1060, and in most cases 
from the feudal times between the reign of 
William the Conqueror and Henry TII, 
aud embrace generation and generation of 
IcnlchtSj distinguished warriors, statesmen 
and divines, and (lie British armyjlist today, 
will shew you tho names of descendants of 
ancestors who fought at Hustings, Crecy, 
Aglnconrl, Bosworlh, Ulcnlnim, Waterloo 
and so on to our own time. In how many 
ancestral

may be seen tbo 


armour, spear and short sword wielded hy 
the ancestors of the house against the .Sar- 
acens during the early crusades in 1'alcs 
tine.

The true history of England as England 


Is in her constitution today began wilh 
Henry TII, the old feadiil system had been 
abolished, and the peerage 
since that 


period has been recruited from .men who 
bave shown . themselves - pre-eminent In 
statesmanship, and who hnve in other ways 
rendered themselves serviceable to 
the 


countrv. There nro such families as the 
Earls of Shrewsbury, the great Scotch 
bouses of Argyle and-Hamilton which have 
been oiiobled i'or centuries, hut these fam- 
ilies must not be mentioned wlih the newer 
peers nf mushroom growth crSio peefases 
of Brassly, Cairns and several others 
created for political purposes. Compare 
the peerages of Ireland 
with the Irish 


lauded gentry of Milesian descent. .In Ire- 
land that class which Ignorance restricts 
the right of nohllity. namely, tbe peerage 
Is a mistaken Idea of tbe real aristocracy 
oi the land. . In England and Scotland the 
peerage is a fair representative of the nu- 
cieni and noble families of tbe country, 
but not so in Ireland. How few of the 
Irish 
peers ore'liko the O'Nells and 


O'Uriens connected with the history of 
their native country, during Its days of In- 
dependence. The majority 'of Irish peers 
have sprung from families who emigrated to 
Ireland in the relgas of Queen Elizabeth 
nnd James I; a few In Henry IVt time, 
and are really not of the Irish race at nil, 
but of Algo-Norman or Snxon descent. 
From the above It may ba seen that In 
many Instances the peers of Great Britain 
are representatives of the ancient nobility 
of the lafitl, but tha bulk o[ ihe real aristo- 
cracy, riaraely, ths families of ancient and 
knightly lineage, is most frequently met 
wilh In tha great class of uutitled nobility 
commonly termed the gentry, and who are 
acknowledged aristocrats by their sover- 
eign and by the humblest of their serving 
men, and who in their dealings with their 
fellow men will be found to possess that 
nobility of character which stamps a man 
with tbe hall-mark of a crenlleman, which 
the high sounding distinction known as a 
handle to his name, can never give him.

How "Turkey Red" IB Hade. 


An oil bath is prepared composed ol 


100 gallons of water and 50 pounds oi 
oil—sufficient for 100 pounds of cotton— 
and in this bath the cotton is handled un- 
til thoroughly impregnated; then pressed 
out and dried at a temperature not ex- 
ceeding 40 degrees C. For mordanting,

search fcr^vafylhg periods extending 
back over 10 months. Further, this 
great army of enforced idlers ie being 
augmented with every rising and soi- 
ling of tho sun.

living a ragged, starving mendicant 
in tho midst of n civilization built by 
ils brawn aod brain. What u spectacle 
is ihiu for tho closing years of tho nino- 
lienth century of tho Christian oval 
V\ hat a picture it will moko drawn by 
(!K> pen of tho historian! What would 
tha men who declared for tho right ot 
"lito, liberty nnd tho pursuit of happi- 
ness" say could thoy return arid BOO our 
present conditions? 
Tho right to lifo. 


(" rtiiinly carries with 'it tho right to 
those things necessary to sustain lifo. 
This right should not bo" abridged so 
long as its exercise .by an Individual 
dura not trespass upon the equal right of 
another. 
Nature has performed her 


part. She has placed nt the hand of rnun 
Iho elements ont of wh,ich .he may pro- 
duce the things needful 'to tho sustenance 
of life and has equipped him with tho 
physical strength and the brain to guide 
it, to sbapa those elomonta into things 
for his use.

of prodnctlon each pair of hands is able, 
if given the opportunity, to produce a 
great dopj more than one person can 
possibly consume. I will not say how 
much more, for tho doctors disagree 
Eomowhat upon tho subject. This coun- 
try is gifted with natural resources ns 
is no olher land under the sun. 
Then 


why these millions of poverty.etrickon 
men of muscle in such an enlightened 
ago nnd in Finch a country? 


Thero can be hut one correct answer 


to this query, and it is written in tho 


fill or safe rocgrcHBiiiiin, and thoso who 
did see, but who allowed the disaster 
which waa apparent to befall tho coun- 
try, havo betrayed tho most sacred trust 
over-reposed by ou* man in his follow. 
Aftflr months of the regular congress, 
which nieots day after day with the 
most terribio situation of tho country 
confronting it, nothing is done to checlt 
tlio flood of disaster yhich is hearing' 
to curtain destruction thousands of men, 
women and children, who aro helpless 
und arc appealing for uld. If I flattered 
myself that political capital could bo 
made of any nttoranco of mino, I Btill 
would unhesitatingly declare that tho 
neglect of congress to,give siiy sort o 
rolief to Iho overstrained situation iij 
nothing short of criminal.

The killer 
is reported as Bayiog: "I couldn't stand 
thnt, and I slapped him on tho nose. Ho 
tumbled over, and I left him iu dis- 
gust." " Krciger was .taken.home and 
.died of n fractured skull somo days lat- 
er. "The jury stood 11 for conviction of 
plain nBBQiilt and battery and ono for 
conviction of maiiHlaughter. Schultz is 
out on insignificant bail, nnd very-prob- 
ably he will never have to go to court 
again."

ing it racist, bnt bread from which frosli 
atria excluded always boa a disagreeable, 
clayey flavor and is tmpalatable to peo 
plo of cultured tastes, who appreciate 
tho nutty sweetness that ia a prominent 
characteristic of nil good bread. 


The foolish, notion of keeping bread 


moisthaditaorigiu in bad cookery. Most 
of the BtufE made by bakers has to bfi 
eaten fresh and moist or not eaten at all, 
It is BO light and wofflly that if exposed 
to the air a few hours it grows dry and 
husky and is almost as unsavory and in- 
nutritions as chips. 


A large proportion of homornade bread 


is similar in character nud is affected in 
a similar manner by exposure- to the air. 
But properly made bread—such bread aa 
ought to bo In ovory intelligent home and 
on every Christian table three times a 
day—grows sweeter by exposure to the 
air and is not at its best until two oi 
three days. old. 
Bread should bo kept in 


a well covered boi or jar, but it should 
not be .wrapped in cloths, and the box 01 
jar in which it is kept should have small 
holes in tho top or sides, through which 
tho fresh air can have access. As Boon 
as loaves of broad aro taken from the 
oven they should be exposed freely to 
pure air, and at no time afterward should 
they bo excluded from it. Make good 
bread/put it in a well ventilated box aft- 
er it is perfectly cool, and it will keep 
sufficiently moist at least a week.

Gall Flies. 


One of the most remarkable facts In the 


history of the gall fly is that different spe- 
cies IK ting on the same tree prodnce total- 
ly different results. Thus one of them 
puncturing the wild ro^e gives rise to one 
of those pretty mosslike tufts which so 
frequently adorn it. Another on the same 
plant produces round growths resembling 
cm runts in sue and form. A much great- 
er variety of form is produced on the oak 
tree. 


No fewer than 50 species of gall fly, In- 


deed, are said to produce their particular 
forms of growth upon it. One of the most 
common is that which produces the inar 
ble gull. This gall is produced on the 
twigs in the form of round bodies, soft am 
green at first, afterward brown and woody 
The familiar oak apple is of more irregu 
lar shape, and prettily colored red and 
ydlow like a fruit. Of a similar shape to 
the marble gall, but softer, and of a pret 
ty red color where exposed to the sun, is 
the cherry gall. 


Another fruitlikegall, fgnfill, round anc 


often appearing in clusters on the mal 
catkins of the oak, is known as the cur 
rant gall. Still more remarkable perhap 
is the artichoke gall. In this case the gal 
fly has laid its egg in the center of a bud 
and the vegetative growth, though dis 
turbed, has asserted itself In a symmetric 
al manner.' The oval body in the center 
containing the egg or grub, is covered wit 
a series of imbricating or overlappin 
scales, so that the whole bears a striV^ 
rasemblance to the involucrum of a this- 
tle.—Chambers' Journal. 


Traits of Gauchos, 


The love of bloodshed seems inherent in 


the gauchos, for even boys will draw the 
facon upon the slightest provocation. And 
as the throat and abdomen are the parts 
which are generally aimed at the wounds 
are usually mortal. Murders and homi- 
cides cause little or no emotion.

As a natural result of the 
fceglect or indifference with which they 
are treated, they become dangerous to 
strangers, while their combats among 
themselves are so desperate that many are 
left bleeding ox dead upon the ground.—

tically a dead letter, and eomoof the pages 
are as old as 83 years, and in order to keep 
up an appearance of being young they are 
compelled to shave every day to keep theh 
upper lip smooth, It is a groat tempta- 
tion for boys to give their ago several years 
younger than it really is, and as there ia 
no way of obtaining their axaot age they 
often by this means secure a couple oi 
years1 extra service. After a boy is ouc« 
appointed in the house hia position in tha 
future depends largely upon hia own ef- 
forts. It ha hustles about and makea him- 
self popular among tho congressmen and 
gets several of them personally interested 
in him, he is pretty sura of his place foi 
some time, and as their duties bring them 
into constant contact with the membera 
the boys have a splendid chance to make a 
favorable impression. A case of this kind 
occurred several years ago when Torn Beed 
was elected speaker of the house. As he 
was unacquainted with a good many mem- 
bers, he hud one of the old pages stand by 
him and prompt him when members arosa 
in their places to be recognized. Tho page 
acted in this capacity for several weeks, 
and be got to be on pretty good terms with 
Mr. Reed. A abort time after this the pa«« J 
was notified by the sergeant-at-arm» that | 
he would have to be dismissed, as he had ' 
been appointed by a Democrat. The boy 
went at once to Mr. Reed and asked him 
to intercede in his behalf. The speaker 
did so, and the page ia still serving on the 
floor of the house. 


The other day I had a talk with one of 


the little pages of the senate, aud he told 
me some of the inside facts concerning his 
duties. Speaking of the extras he made, 
hasaidi "Yes, we make considerable ex- 
tra money, but not »o much now aa we 
used to years ago. 1 have made as much 
as $10 a week when times were good, but 
it ia seldom now that we manage to make 
as much as that in a month. We used to 
make a good deal by gettmg autographs 
of the senators for visitors. We charged 
at the rate of 5 to 8 cents a name and 
would get a whole set for 95. Autographs 
are not so much in demand nowadays, 
however. When a member makes a speech 
upon some subject like the tariff or silver, 
he generally has it printed. Oue of us then 
goea around for him and asks the otiier 
members to subscribe for the speeches. 
We receive a percentage on these subscrip- 
tions. We make the most money, though, 
by selling speeches. We collect all the 
speeches that have been made on a certain 
subject and have no trouble whatever in 
getting $5 for o small set and ?10 for a 
large one, I made 125 in le&sthan a month 
last session in this way. 


"We make something by showing visit- 


ors around the building sometimes, but 
this Is against the rules, and we have to do 
it on the sly. We very seldom get any- 
thing from the senators themselves, but 
Senator Stanford used to give each ot us a 
crisp $5 bill every Christmas, besides in- 
viting us to his hous-e to a grand dinner 
every year. Of course we all liked him 
aud almost used to fight to see which one 
would have the honor of waiting on him, 


"No, we do not have to work very hard 


nowadays. We generally get to work at 
about 9-.30, but have nothing to do until 
12, when the senate convenes. Most of the 
senators are very easy on us. 


"When we hav»»%ht sessions, of course 


we have to work bwrd and late. Last ses- 
sion, just before th<j final adjournment on 
the 4th of March, the senate had night 
sessions continually for about a week, and 
sometimes toward early morning I would 
be so tired and sleepy that I would drop 
asleep the moment I sat down. We would 
take turns going off into some committee 
room and sleeping and took our meals in 
the senate restaurant, generally at the ex- 
pense of some kind hearted senator. 
Our 


great snap, though, K to go off with some 
senatorial excursion or with a party of 
senators accompanying the remains of 
jsora* senator to his home. 


"Last year I went with a party of sena- 


tors and congressmen on a trip to Pen Mar 
and all through the state of Pennsylvania. 
I went to all the places of interests in the 
principal cities, rode about the streets in 
carriages, stopped at the finest hotels aud 
lived like a lord. On such trips we do not 
have to do anything but enjoy ourselves. 
When Senator Hurst died several years 
ago, one of the boys went with the party 
that carried the body to his home in Cali- 
fornia and had a fine time 
The pages of 


tho senate are possessed of that same ex- 
clusive trait for which the senators them- 
selves are famous. They will have noth- 
ing to do With the house pages and hold 
themselves severely aloof from the boys »t 
the other end of the capltol."—Bwifclya 
Easrle.

THE CURIOSITY SHOP. 


THE LUMINOUS EYES OF DEEFSEA 


FISH, 


A Xegend Of the Spring-'.Che Origin of 


the Bean--Why Water Expands In Freez- 
ing. 


The eyes of deep sea fish tire very varied. 


Some have neither eyes nor siuht. Others 
have greatly enlarged ejcbulls, so ^3 to 
catch the lea&t glimpse of lijiht. Their eyes 
tend either to disappear or to be unusually 
efficient, but since no^iacc of sunlight can 
penetrate to any great depth, and it is prob- 
ably quite dark beyond a dtptli of some 200 
fathoms, of what use cda eyes be? 


Chambers' Journal MJH that fish have 


been captured at a depth of nearly 8,000 
fathoms, where there must be not only ab- 
solute stillness, but atao total darkness, ex- 
cept for the fact that some of these deep sea 
creatures are phosphorescent, and therefore 
luminous. Thifa fact v, a * first ascertained 
in the Challenger expedition. Since then 
Mr. Alcock c£ the Indian marine survey 
ha& fouud that some deep sea crustaceans 
have a similar power, one l.'iige prawn quite 
lighting up a bucketful of water in which 
it was placed. Fish with large eyes have 
therefore a better chance ot finding food 
and mates, but they cannot wholly depend 
upon bight, since some have quite aban- 
doned all att^Tipts to .see. 


Some, again, have luminous organs on 


their head or body or tail, which are under 
their control, so that they can actually 
throw light at pleasure ou their prey or ex- 
tinguish it in times of danger. Thus the 
angler, among others, attracts its prey by 
means of these coloml lares or phosphores- 
cent lights. It has 1 ecu well said that 
these "vast profounds of the deep have be- 
come a sort of almshoune or asylum, where- 
unto antiquated forms have retired, and 
amid the changeless environment hava 
dwelt for ages unaltered." 


Ocean Gabion. 


The cable map of the world prepared by 


thn "United Slatea navy department shows 
tlmt the Mediterranean is thickly netted 
with cables-west of Malta. So is the nc*jth 
Atlantic between the thirty-eighth anc 
fifty fiftd parallwls. The North son, the 
Red sea, and the Arabian sen have many 
cables. The only great uabridged wpa 
arr the Pacific, the South Atlantic and the 
i;reat stretch of the Indian ocean between 
Madagascar and Australia. 
There is no 


considerable cable north of Stockholm or 
tfonth of Nelson, New Zealand. The Black 
spa is completely girdled by land lines anc 
crossed by one cable. The gulf of Mexico

The Origin of the Bean. 


The common bean was cultivated by the 


ancient Egyptians, but their priests regard- 
ed it as "unclean." The Old Testament 
mentions the bean twice, and it is certain 
that the Hebrews knew of its existence at 
least 1000 years B. C. The ancient inhab- 
itants of Switzerland and of Italy, in the 
ago of bronze, -".titivated a small fruited 
variety of this plant. It wa<< also known ta 
the ancient Greeks and to the ancient Lat- 
ins, and it grew wild in northern Africa in 
the days of Pliny. 


The first cul tivation o£ the bean is pre- 


historic. It was probably introduced into 
Europe, says De Candolle, by the western 
Aryans (Celts and Slavs) at the times of 
their earlie&t migrations. A century before 
the Christian era it went into China, and 
still later into Japan, and only recently in- 
to India. There wore probably two places 
where it grew wild before cultivation- 
south of the Caspian sea and north of Africa. 
The bean would long ago have become ex- 
tinct had not man cultivated it, says The 
Farmer's Iteview. 


Why Water Expftnda When It Freezes. 
Ice is in reality crystallized water, and 


during its formation the particles arrange 
themselves in ranks and lines, which cross 
each other at angles of 60 and 120 degrees, 
and, as an exchange explains, occupy more 
space than when liquid. Cast iron bomb- 
shells 13 inches m diameter and 2 inches 
thick were filled with water and their aper- 
tures or fuse holes firmly plugged with iron 
bolts. Upon exposure to a temperature of 
19 degrees below zero, »t the moment the 
water froze the shells burst asunder, dem- 
onstrating the enormous interior pressure 
to which they were subjected by the water 
assuming its solid shape. 


Undo Ssia'» Cats. 


The United States government maintains 


some 300 and odd cats, distributed among 
about 50 posiofflces, and their duties are to 
keep out of the offices the mice and rats 
that would destroy the canvas mail sacks 
and postal matter, and this is a most im- 
portant) worSt in large offices. It ia stated 
that tho postmasters in largo cities are al- 
lowed from §8 to §40 a year for the support 
of their feline assistants, the cost being car- 
ried as a regular item on the accounts of 
the postoffice department.

FISH.

Tbo eyes of deep sea fish nro very varied.' 


Some have neither eyes not Binhfc. Others 
buvo K''eatly enlarged eyebiilla, BO ,12 to 
catch the least glimpso of light. Their eyea 
tend either to disappear or to bo unusually 
efficient, but Biuoo naAraco of sunlight can 
penetrate to any great depth, and it ia prob- 
ably quite dark beyond u depth of BomeSOO 
fathoms, of wliutuaa can eyes be? 


Chambers' Journal fcnya that fish have 


been captured at a depth ot nearly 3,000 
fathoms, .where there must ho not on.ly ab- 
solute stillness, but also total darkness, ex- 
cept for tlio fnct that some of theae deep sea 
cieatuies arc phosphorescent, and tboreforo 
luminouH. Thin fjiot was first ascertained 
in tho Challenger expedition. Sincethcn 
Mr. Alcoclc el the Indian marine survey 
has found that somo deep sea crustaceans 
have a similar power, one ].ir/jcpraw n quite 
llBhtinKupftbuoketful of water in which 
It was placed. Fish with large eyes have 
therefore a better chance of finding food 
and mates, but they cannot wholly depend 
upon eight, Blnce some have quite aban- 
doned all attempts to sec. 


Some, again, have luminous organs on 


their head or body or tail, which uro under 
their control, so tlmt they caa actually 
throw light afc pleasure on their prey or ex- 
tinguish it in times of dunger. Thus tha 
angler, among others, attracts ita prey by 
means of theae colored lures or phosphores- 
cent lights. It has been well eaid that 
these "vast profounds of tho deep huve be- 
come aeort of aline bouse or asylum, where- 
unto antiquated forma have retired, and 
amid tho changeless environment have 
dwelt for ages unaltered."

Tho common bean was cultivated hy the 


ancient Hgyptlaqs, hut their priests regard- 
ed It QH "unclean." Tho Old Testament 
mentions tho bean twice, uud it is certain 
thnt the Hebrews knew of its existence at 
least 1000 years13. C. The ancient inhab- 
itants of Switzerland ami of Italy, in th« 
ugo of bronze, cultivated a small fruited 
variety oE thisjyAKnt. It \viin also known to 
the ancient Greeks and to the auciuiMjat- 
iiis, and it grew wild in. northern Africa in 
tho days of Pliny.

Cast iron, bomb- 
shells 13 inches in dinmcter and 2 inches 
thick wero filled with .water and their aper- 
tures or fuso holes firmly plugged with iron 
boltH. Upon exposure to a temperature of 
10 degrees below zero, at the moment tbe 
water froze the shells burst asunder, dem- 
onstrating the enormous interior pressure 
to which tuuy were subjected by tho water 
assuming i ts solid shapo.

A great deal of the Persiuu work 
mndo ut llcsht consisted of different pieces 
of sfcuff sewed together, forming ICKVCS nnd 
flowers, and then embroidered. Two gener- 
ations back pntchxvork quiltn were rcnlly 
works o( art of which our ancestors wero 
not a little proud.

"Onnoaieaof the human body is the 


legend 'bandit? with care' f-o plainly stamped 
at- upon that narrow wax guarded canal 
and the little ca\ it j called 'the drum' just 
beyond it, Yet it u> poked at, scratched, 
scooped out and irritated heedlessly, when 
an '»qual amount of impossible abuse, if di 
retted aj#iui">t the eye, would cau»e the de- 
struction ol sitfht," is the opinion of an 
eminent ear specialist repoited by The 
Kural New Yorker. lie further says: 


"Two distinguished writers on this sab- 


ject record thews classic trutns: "The clean- 
est people are generally those w ho pack the 
mo»t dirt into their ears.' In explanation, 
the narrow pa&saye to the ear drum is fai 
from being straight. Just inside its open- 
ing is an abrupt angle, so that particles ol 
wax and dead skin are easily forced back to 
a point where they are apt to lodge and 
form the nucleus for a large collection ol 
debris, the least effect of which is to cause 
temporary deafness. 'Clean your ears with 
your elbow!' was the response of a still 
more distinguished physician. In othei 
words, the ears do not require cleaning ex 
cept they are diseased, and then the neces- 
sary cleansing should be attempted only by 
one who can see the offending material. 
The tissue which covers the ear canal grows 
oat ward, much like fish scales, aud as these 
scales loosen from natural causes the 
force of gravity, together with the various 
attitudes of the head, accomplishes t'aeii 
escape along with the old, discolored wax 
Unaided."

Bow th« Awful Messenger of 


Bursts Upon It* Prey. 


Being an enthusiastic wheelman, I fre- 


quently take long rides into the country. 
The evening of Juoe 31 found me on 
the road from Topeka to Lawrence. The 
heat of the noonday sun had given way to 
a slightly cooler temperature, and the blue 
dome was dotted here and therewith float- 
lug white clouds. There was scarcely 
breeze enough to move the wilting foliage 
of the lofty trees on the bluff north of the 
road. The whole world seemed at peace. 
I could bear in the distance the peculiar 
cry of tho farmhand calling the pigs to 
their evening feeding. The milkmaid waa 
busy with the cows. 


As I moved slowly along, delighting in 


the glorious beauty of the landscape and 
in its peacefuj activity, I noticed that the 
air felt so clbse and sultry that I found 
exertion difficult, and this, with a rus- 
tling in the trees apd the veiling of the 
sun's face, prompted me to turn to the 
west, where it seemed that a thunder- 
Itonu was gathering. It moved along rap- 
idly—only a summer shower. 
To the 


left", along the blutf, the gentle drops of 
rain were falling with lullabylike patter 
on the thickly clustered trees of tho hill- 
side forest. I had dismounted from my 
w heel and was watching the progress of 
the storm that, passing so near me, had 
not touched me. 


But all at once, with a mighty roar 


like the rending of the heavens,a dark 
greenish cloud, with tints of yellow and 
black, its massive folds writhing in and 
out like serpents at battle, emitting vivid 
flashes of lightning, came over the bluff a 
quarter of a mile east of me. It was shap- 
ed like a huge top, its irregularly formed 
upper half revolving rapidly while the 
lower end swept the earth along a path a 
quarter of a nnle wide.

Startled as I was, I could not take my 


eyes from this awful messenger of destruc- 
tion. The crash of the buildings firBt 
struck filled the air with flying debris, iu 
winch fragments of houses, furniture, 
tr<. «, farming implements, haystacks and 
telegraph poles—all were propelled by a 
nomk'rful, irresistible current of ruin and 
disaster. 


Eighty rods wide the death dealing cy- 


clone swept along, skirting the bluff,where 
it stripped foliage and bark from the trees, 
and now and then swooping down on some 
farm. So suddenly taid the storm burst 
that many had to flee with all speed to 
their cyclone cellars, the only safe refuge 
from these fearful storms. 


After a course of half a mile along the

It swept through huge wheat- 
fields, where in snapped off the drooping 
heads of the almost ripened grain, and 
then tore on through the little village of 
Williamstown, transforming what was 
the moment before "a lovely village of the 
plain "into a scene of devastation.

A, family of six sought refuge in 
a small space under the stairs, the houst 
was carried away with the sole exception 
of that portion, and the family escaped in- 
jury. A house was completely swept away, 
but the family cat and her kittens undei 
the porch were not disturbed.—John M.

rily transported, so far as this city ia con- 
cerned. There is one peculiar thing about 
it which does not find its way usually into i 
the columns of newspapers. The profes- 
eional beggars of New York belong in 
groups, divided by questions of nationali- 
ty. There is the Italian group, the Span- 
Mi group, the Danish group, the French 
group, the Russian group,the Polish group, 
the Scottish group, the Swedish group, 
the Greek group, and so on. Each of these 
groups has a certain place of rendezvous, 
und the w«y they operate ia about as fol- 
lows: If a prominent Italian comes to the 
United States on a visit and the newspa- 
pers chronicle his movements, it is not 
long before he is beset by Italian mendi- 
cant0 who claim to be temporarily em- 
barrassed and to have heard from abroad 
of bis liberality and benevolence. A French 
tourist has the same experience from his 
compatriots, and so it ia all through the 
list. 


The professional beggars are close read- 


ers of obituary notices, and when a man 
of prominence in the foreign colony dies 
his family is pestered with importunities 
by beggars from that country. Not very 
long ago a well known New York mer- 
chant died, and his obituary notice con- 
tained the information that he had been 
born in a certain town of Holland. 
As 


soon as the Dutch group of beggars got 
hold of this fact they overran the members 
of bis family with claims for charity and 
assistance All professional beggare In Now 
York read the published newspaper ac- 
counts of accidents of an unusual charac- 
ter, and when some member of a family 
has met his death in a peculiar manner 
they profess to members of the family to 
have suffered from a similar affliction and 
hope to stimulate their generosity. 


These mendicants go about their work 


of almsgetting systematically. One group 
does not interfere with another. Facts 
learned by one member of a group are at 
the earliest opportunity communicated to 
the others, and thus, almost automatical- 
ly, these beggars descend from all parts 
of the city on a comrpon object of attack. 
They evade the provisions of the law re- 
garding mendicancy by prosecuting their 
demands within doors and not on the 
streets. They are careful about this, for 
tfie distinction wbich many persons would 
not obaen e is a vital one in law\ 


The great majority of New York profes- 


sional beggars are intemperate, and the 
larger amount of what may be describee) 
as their earnings is expended in drink. 
This fact does not comport very well with 
their own known system and precision in 
securing victims for attack, but it can be 
easily explained when it is stated that the 
best organized group of foreign born men- 
dicants come from countries where drink- 
ing is general, but intoxication is rare.-— 
New York Sun.

Gold Over Color In Traceries and In 'Wash- 


en Finds Increasing Favor. 
j 


Gold over color in traceries and in washes 


is often a desirable finish on decorative 
work. For this use the unfluxed sold is de- 
sirable. The color contains flux, and in 
laying fluxed gold over this it would fu^e 
into the color, and uniting with it leave but 
little luster. 
The unfluxed gold in the 


same heat would not sink in so deep and all 
its luster be perceptible. For green gold 
and red gold bronze effects malt color of a 
desired stiade m&y be laid and fired, aftei 
which a medium thin wash of unfluxed 
gold may be laid over this, giving the effect 
of gold bronze at a much lower cost than 
by using pure metal. 


The perfection in firing gold over glaze 


color is attained by a hard fire the first 
time to drive the paint deep into the glaze. 
After applying the gold use a less strong 
fire, that it may not quite reach the color, 
but attach itself to the upper portions of 
the glaze. 


Gold tracery, either on the white china or 


over color, is finding increasing favor. This 
kind of finish requires a great amount of 
time compared to the method prevalent a 
few years ago. Pointing out the advan- 
tages of the foregoing, Art Amateur says 
that the amount of gold uned is trifling 
in comparison with the stippling finish, and 
this is one point in its fav-or. The princi- 
pal one, however, lies in the beauty and 
perfection that may be attained in such 
work. 


How to Set tho Palette in Oils. 


"Adopt* uniform system of arranging 


colors, so that in the absorption of painting 
one need not look for a certain color or tint, 
but know instinctively upon what part of 
the palette it is to be found," advises a 
•wnter on oil painting. "A simple and con- 
venient method of arranging the colors is 
to begin at the top at the right end of tha 
palette near the thumbhole and near the 
cuter edge Place the white, following with 
yellows, reds, blues, browns and blacks re- 
spectively. Put each pigmert in a small 
pile by itself, so that it will not touch and 
mingle with its neighbor. This outer edge 
of the palette should always be reserved for 
the pure tones which are taken direct from 
the tube, placing mixed tones and shades 
on an inner row."

the funeral mutes, who stand on the dour- 
step of an afflicted house and b«»r the cof- 
tiu to the hearse, then nolemuly march 
with the funeral procession to the grave. 


English funeral customs are very elab- 


orate, olten very curious, oven fantastic, 
and as often tbey suggest fetich worship 
rather than a decent regard for the deco- 
rous interment of the de>ul. 


Superstition plajs no small part In Eng- 


lish burial rites, notnblj m the rural dis- 
tricts. In Hampshire the window of the 
chamber of death is at once raised that 
the spirit of the dead ptrnin may take its 
unfettered flight, Aino the house door is 
left open until after the funeral, (or the 
curious reason that the spirit may not bu 
shut out If desirous to n turn. If inclem- 
ent; weather makes « w ido open door im- 
practicable, the door is at least left ajar. 


lu this same countj shrouds for the 


poorer people are mado of white cotton 
wadding, folded over tho corpse in snowy 
masses. The coffin Is borne to the ceme- 
tery by bearers who have been friends of 
tho deceased. 


To an earnest believer in tho Christian 


religion, one who regards the body as 
merely the casket of tho departed soul, it 
seems almost wicked, tho attention paid 
here to this lifeless casket. Hours are 
spent in graveyards, and doubtless fatal 
colds contracted on the anniversaries of 
the mournful clay of bunnl. 


People indulge in grief with a morbid 


extravagance that is quite unaccountable 
to the philosophic iniud. They seem to 
flnd a luxury ia woe. And who can won- 
der, after all, when the example is constant- 
ly set them by the fJi-sr lady in the land, 
her majesty the queen, who spends hours 
at the mausoleum at Frognal on the an- 
niversary death days of those whom she 
loved in Ufa, placing fre^h wreaths on the 
tombs, holding dlrgelike religious serv- 
ices, weeping and making herself and her 
family generally miserable. 


Naturally the queen's example is emu- 


lated by the wife of the mechanic, who 
periodically and solemnly wends her way 
to the grave of her dead, laden with flow- 
ers, both natural and, likelier still, cheap 
artificial ones, covered over with glass 
globes, than which there car. be nothing 
more ghastly. 


It is not the custom for the women of 


the better class households to accompany 
the body to the grave or to be seen in the 
room where the coffin is placed. The fem- 
inine mourners of the immediate family 
privately indulge their grief in their own 
rooma. Outside friends of both sexes at- 
tend the funeral, but it is exceptional for 
the ladies to go to the grave, 


Of course this observance is altered in 


the cases of public characters. At the ob- 
sequies of Wilkie Collins a few years ago 
there were scores of ladies, who accompa- 
nied the procession clear to Eensal Green 
cemetery, where the great novelist sleeps, 
in right royal company, close to Thack- 
eray, Tom Hood and other famous writers. 


The employment of mutes is fast falling 


into disuse. There ore, however, many 
old fashioned people who keep up this cus- 
tom. I saw four of these paid mourners 
guarding the door of an aristocratic man- 
sion in Mayfair, the street being for some 
distance thickly laid with sawdust to 
deaden the sound of passing vehicles. As 
if it mattered to the poor dead inmate I 
The mutes stand on guard for a day or 
two, pending the funeral, and on the day 
itself they assist in various ways. 


These mutes date in usage from the ear- 


liest Roman times. They wear long black 
"weepers," or streamers, about their tall 
hats. They usually spend their time in 
secular gossip, regaling themselves from 
time to time from suspicious looking flasks 
slyly produced from invisible pockets. 
When any one passes by the house tbey 
relapse into lugubrious silence, and when 
any ona enters the house they shed a few 
judicious tears behind deep black bordered 
pocket handkerchiefs. At least we must 
imagine they do, because the handker- 
chiefs go up to their eyes with uiariocette- 
like unanimity at intervals. 


The funeral banquet, another Roman 


custom, observed with varying elaborate- 
ness, fctill holds its own. Sdmetimes a glass 
of sherry or port and a biscuit are the only 
refreshment provided. But, be it more or 
less, it is regarded that the guests at a fu- 
neral must be sustnined somehow. 


The long time elapsing between death 


and burial i3 certainly Egyptian. This 
may be accounted for from the observance 
of embalming the dead, an excuse seldom 
sufBcisnt to explain the delay of burial in 
England. 
A week, even 10 days, elapse 


between death and burial In England. 
They regard tho American haste in this 
particular as not only unseemly, but al- 
most irreverent. Well, there is much to 
be urged on both sides of the question. 
When an epidemic rages, considerations of 
the public health must prevail. 
Indeed 


so careful of the lives of her people is Eng- 
land that the law often compels most ex 
peaitious interment. The season of year 
also must be considered. 


Funeral cards are also going out of fash 


ion as well as lavish floral offerings. 
It 


is frequently a n-quest in death notice1? 
that "no flowers'1 be sent. With well bred 
people there ,'s little ostentation at funer- 
als.—Boston Hci aid.

Wagering, as such, involves necessarily 


no element inconsistent with the best citi- 
Eeuship or the most exalted sanctity. It 
makes no difference to the essential fea- 
tures of the act whether it is done by Mo- 
ses or Joshua In the distribution of the 
promised land, by a modern board ot 
church trustees in providing against the 
chances of loss by lire, or, to go a little 
further, by a professional gambler who 
sells pools on a race. The essential fea- 
tures are always the same. Hence it would 
seem that in a generic sense gambling or 
wagering or betting, or by whatever nama 
the transaction be called, ia any transac- 
tion in which a valuable "thing" is stak- 
ed to become the property of a party to 
the contract on the determination of a fu- 
ture and uncertain event. 
But usage 


in this our day and generation and with 
the people among whom we live and move 
and have our being has attached to 
the word "gambling" a different sense 
from that which it had in the beginning. 
"Gambling" specifically represents not 
only the idea of disposing of property by 
wager contract, but also the additional 
idea of excess. It calls up the idea of 
thriftleasness, of vice, of ruin of the mor- 
al character.—Rev, T, A. Hendrick in 
Doiiaiioe's Magazine.

Not ver 
long ago a well known New York mer- 
chant died, and nis obituary notice con 
tained the information that be bad bei 
born in a certain town of Holland. A 
soon as the Dutch group of beggars 50 
bold of this facb they overran themembfira 
of hie family with claims for charity an 
assistance. All professional beggars in Now 
York read the published newspaper nc 
counts of accidents of. an unusual charac- 
ter, nnd when some member of a famll 
has met his death in H peculiar manne 
they profess to members of tha family t 
have suffered from a similar afflloblon an 
hope to stimulate their generosity. 


These mendicants go about their wor 


of slmsgcttlng systematically. One grou 
does not interfere with another. Foot 
learned by one member of a group are a 
the earliest opportunity communicated tc 
the others, and thus, almost, automatical 
ly, these beggars descend from all parts 
of the city on a common object of attack 
They evade the provisions of the law re- 
Knrding mondioHiicy by prosecuting thei 
demands within doors and not on th 
streets. They are careful about this, fo 
tfio distinction which many persona wouli 
not observe is a vital one in law* 


The grent majority of New York profes- 


sional beggars aro intemperate, and th 
larger amount of what may be describe! 
ae their comings is expended in drink 
This fact doe= not comport very well wit! 
their own known system and precision In 
securing victims for attack, but it can b 
easily explained when It Is stated that thi 
best organized group of foreign born mcn- 
llcants come from 'cbu*ntries where drink 
ing is general, but intoxication IB rare.—

To nn earnest believer in tho Christian

People indulge Jn grief with a morbid 


extravagance that is quite unaccountable 
to the philosophic iniud. They aeum to 


luxury i& wou. And who can won- 


der, after nil, when the example Is constant- 
ly set them by tho first lady in tbe land 
her majesty the queen, who spends hours 
at the mausoleum at Frognnl on the- an- 
niversary death; days of those whom aha 
loved ir* life, planing fresh wreaths on the 
tombs* holding dlrgellke religious serv- 
ices, weeping and making hereulf and Lor 
family generally miserable. 


Naturally tbe queen's example Is emu- 


lated by the wife of the mechanic, who 
periodically and Solemnly wends her way 
to tbe grave of tier dead, ladun with flow- 
ers, both natural and, likelier still, cheap 
artificial ones, covered over with glai 
globes, than whioh thoro can be nothing 
more ghastly. 


It Is not tho custom for tho women ol 


tbe better class households to accompany 
the body to the grave or lo be seen In the 
room whore the coffin Is placed. Tho fem- 
inine mourners of the immediate family 
privately indulge their grief in their own 
rooms. Outside friends of both sexes at- 
;end the funural, but it is exceptional for 
;he ladles to go to the grnve. 


Of course this obaervnnce Is altered In 


the cases of publto oharacto-a. At the ob- 
sequies oC Wllkle Collins a few years ago 
:here were scores of ladies, who accompa-

When any one passes by the house they 
elapse into lugubrious silence, and when 
ny one enters the house they shed a few 
udloioua tears behind deep black bordered 
ockct hand kerchiefs.

The funeral banquet, another Roman

The appended article upon the condi- 


tion of legislative affairs in Great Britain 
is an excerpt from a letter written to a 
member of THE SUK'S staff by a gentle- 
man of high social stalling and of no 
mean ability, now residing in London but 
who was in Lowell some months ago. 
He 


says that probably a few words from the 
other side of the Atlantic would be of in- 
terest to many in and around Lowell. He 
says: 


The recent attitude of the British, house 


of lords in the iejection of the Irish home 
rule bill and still more recently in its oppo- 
sition to the parish councils bill has opened 
a crusado in the ranks of the liberal and 
radical parties of the house of commons 
with a view to its ultimate extinction as a 
.egislatrve body. 


That the house of commons, which is 


really the voice of the people, is in a great 
measure hampered and held in check by 
tbe upper house is only too painfully true, 
out at the same time the power of the 
aouse of lords has in a great many in- 
stances, during the past half century, 
proved itself a wise and wholesome re- 
straint to the too radical policy ot the ultra- 
liberal party in the commons. 


The wisest politicians of all parties in 


Lhe house of commons will hesitate before 
furthering the abolition of the upper house 
as a legislative body, as it would necessi- 
tate, if the house of lords should be anni- 
hilated, the giantin^ the deposed peers, 
the same privilege that is the birth right of 
every British subject, namely, the right to 
represent any elective constituency in the 
house of commons and if that were the 
case, we should have the house of com- 
mons over-run with deposed peers, whose 
influence throughout the country districts, 
where they are in most cases the landed 
pioprietors, would almost invariably insure 
their election to the commons. 


The peerage of Great Britain is generally 


understood to be the concentration of 
British aristocracy and that only those 
fam- 


ilies to be found in "Burke" or "Debrett" 
form the nobles of the land. 


Within the last century the term nobility 


has been misapplied to signify exclusively 
those persons who have been raised to the 
peerage and their immediate families and 
the multitude of races of the ancient aris- 
tocracy which exists throughout England, 
without ever hayim? been decorated wi|,b 
titles, together with the collateral branches 
of the descendants of the youneer sons of 
the ancient peers have gradually losttlhe 
tradition of nobility and are enrollefl'un- 
der the name of "gentry." 


Aniuiig the entitled gentry of Britain are 


many far more ancient families than are to 
found among the majority of those which 
have been raised to the peerage, and it can 
be strongly asserted that the true nobility 
and aristocracy of England is inadequately 
represented by the peerage and the claims 
of the untitled gentry are acknowledged 
from the imperial court down to the small- 
est provincial town, in the various circles 
of 
English 
society 
and 
may 
be 


seen by the numerous intermarriages of 
the peerage and the commoners. 


The law of primogeniture has kept titles 


and great estates in the hands of a few, 
the descendents of the elder branches in- 
heriting a perpetual title and the cadets 
of the younger branch drifting into the 
class of gentry; hence a duke or an earl 
has handed down his coronet, rank to 
one branch, the other branch has been con- 
tent to swell the ranks of the untitled, yet 
ioth are of equal birth and distinction. 
The aristocracy of Great Britain is the 
most democratic in the world. From the 
eleventh and twelfth centuries down to our 
own time, the peer and the commoner 
have married and eiven in marriage, a 
duke's daughter has married a knight, and 
a plain Mr. and royalty itself has intermar- 
ried with its subjects; the daughters, sis- 
ters and nieces of reigning kings have mar- 
ried commoners, and the sovereign himself 
has married the daughter of a commoner of 
small estate; for example,King Edward IV 
matried 
Elizabeth Woodville, aud Sir 


Thomas St.Leger married AnnPlantagenet 
daughter of Richard, Duke of York, father 
of King Edward the IV. 


Thomas, Earl of Norfolk, son of Eoward 


L, married Alice, daughter of Sir John 
Hallos, and several of the queens of King 
Henry the Eighth, were the daughters of 
the uutitled gentry. 


There are among the untitled aristocracy 


of Great Britain today more than 400 fam- 
ilies who aie lineally descended from the 
reigning kin'gs of England. Some in the 
10th or 12th generatidb, and as such are 
entitled to quarter the royal arms of Eng- 
land on their armorial shields. Such fami- 
lies as those descended from Kings Edward 
I, Edward III, Henry III and Henry VII, 
need not fear to challenge their pedigrees 
with the majority of the peers tovlay. 


A cursoiy glance through Burke's Land- 


ed Gentry will also show that hundreds of 
the untitled igentry of Great, Britain are 
living on the same manors that their an- 
cestors held in many cases prior to the Nor- 
man Conquest in 1066, and in most cases 
from the feudal times between the reipn of 
William the Conqueror and Henry VII, 
and embrace generation and generation of 
knights, distinguished warriors, statesmen 
and divines, and (he British army|list today, 
will shew you the names of descendants of 
ancestors who fought at Hastings. Crecy, 
Agincourt, Bosworth, Blenheim, Waterloo 
and so on to our own time. In how many 
ancestral 
mansions 
may be seen the 


armour, spear and short sword wielded by 
tlip ancestors of the house against the Sar- 
acens during the ea*ly crusades in Pales- 
tine. 


The descendants of the old warrior 


barons, who forced King John in 1215 to 
sign the Magna Charter, England's great 
chartei of freedom to each and all of her 
subjects, the barons who were constantly 
waging war against each other, and who 
shut themselves up in their Norman castles 
and defied the army of the king himself, 
they are not found among the peerage but 
among the landed and untitled aristocracy. 


The descendents of the barons who took 


sides in the wars of the Hoses which finally 
terminated in King Heriry VII. corning to 
the throne on the death of King Bichard 
(slain at thft battle of Bosworth Field) and 
thus uniting the claims of the rival houses, 
are in most cases among ihe esquires and 
untitled lords of the manor,faad not among 
that assemblage which sits in the upper 
house at Westminster and legislates for the 
people, not elected by the masses who are 
made amenable to those laws, but by acci- 
dent of birth, On ihe other hand the peer- 
age of Great Britain has been r-icruiied 
from tiire to time from families such as I 
have mentioned and many p««rs today 


trace tueir ancestry in «TMt»terrupted des- 
cent from the Norman companions of 
William, the Conqueror. 
Many even from 


the Saxon nobles of the time of King Al- 
fred, the Great, but the majority of earla, 
viscounts and barons of today have sprung 
from families which were obscure and tun- 
known to the time of King James I. 


The true history of England as England 


is in her constitution today began with 
Henry VII, the old feadal system had been 
abolished, and the peerage 
since that 


period has been recruited from men who 
have shown themselves pre-eminent in 
statesmanship, and who have in other ways 
rendered themselves serviceable to 
the 


country. There are such families as the 
Earls of Shrewsbury, the Bt(t^ Scotch 
houses of Argyle andjHamilton which have 
been enobled for centuries, but these fam- 
ilies must not be mentioned with the newer 
peers of mushroom growth as the peerages 
of Brassly, Cairns and several 
others 


created ior political purposes. Compare 
the peerages of Ireland with the Irish 
landed gentry of Milesian descent. In Ire- 
land that class which Ignorance restricts 
the right of nobility namely, the peerage 
is a mistaken idea of tba real aristocracy 
of the land. In England and Scotland the 
peerage is a fair representative of the an- 
cient and noble families of the country, 
but not so in Ireland. How few of the 
Irish 
peers are like the O'Neils and 


O'Briens connected with, the history of 
their native country, during its days of in- 
dependence. The majority of Irish peers 
have sprung from families who emigrated to 
Ireland in the reigns of Queen Elizabeth 
and James I; a few in Henry Il's time, 
and are really not of the Irish race at all, 
but of Algo-Norman or Saxon descent. 
From the above it nuy be seen that in 
many instances the peers of Great Britain 
are representatives of the ancient nobility 
of the land, but the bulk of the real aristo- 
cracy, namely, the families of ancient and 
knightly lineage, is most frequently met 
with in the great class of uutitled nobility 
commonly termed the gentry, and who are 
acknowledged aristocrats by their sover- 
eign and by the humblest of their serving 
men, and who in their dealings with their 
fellow mea will be found to possess that 
nobility of character which stamps a man 
with the hall-mark of a gentleman, which 
the high sounding distinction known as a 
handle to his name, can never give him.

NINE-HOUR 
DAY. 


How It is Looked Upon by Edward "W. 


Kodgers. 


MB. EDITOR: 


Dear Sir. I am glad to see that tho work 


of the Lowell labor men is beginning to 
bear fruit. I saw in your columns of yes- 
terday that the committee OB lab, or has re- 
ported favorably on a bill for nine houra 
a day. The question may be asked why 
am I or other men of Lowell proud of this 
fact? 


Because we can prove that thoie should 


be no opposition to such a measure. We 
find by investigation that some of our mills 
in Massachusetts have been closed from 
one to three months out of the past year. 
Now, 
how can a manufacturer consistent- 


ly stand before a committee of the legisla- 
ture and oppose such legislation, when he 
has demonstrated the fact that he cannot 
run his mill or workshop, the number of 
hours that he desires his help to work? I 
find by e;oing into figures that a mill which 
has been shutdown for four weeks oat of the 
year has lost 120 hours. Now there are 813 
working days in a year, out of which must 
come our holidays, and the mill which has 
been closed for three months (as the gresa 
reportsli»ve given) would allow that cortoor- 
atioa to lose toree hundred and sixty 
hours, (more than we ask for ia our 
9 hour measure). Bat chat is nofc the rea- 
son why I am proud of the^omiatttee'B re- 
port. I am aware ef tbe'f&ct that every 
hour you take from the employment of 
labor you simply give to labor a chance to 
recuperate from a physical strain, and you 
give us also a chance to make a market for 
pur product, you give us a cnance to be- 
come more fraternal, and more able to 
understand what Is wanted of us as citizens 
of this country. You also, by reducing the 
hours of labor, give to a mu'titudinous body 
of people hours of recreation, which they 
do not now enjoy, and 1 hope that the 
measure will meet with the approval of the 
legislature, and in the meantime I would 
call your attention to something original 
on the subject from your humble servant, 
Arouse Yourselves, working men, the call has 


been sounded, 


Organize, educate, is the word down the line, 


Our wrongs mast be rightxd, our forces united, 
E'er the labors began, will we ever reign.

But it has the power—yes, and 


tho knowledge too. Only honesty, pa- 
tnotihin and sincerity are lacking.

Thu predic- 
tion was based upon the knowledge tuat 
for years we had been rapidly approiu-h- 
*pg a crisis in industrial attaint- -a 
trisis which could only be prprmted by 
legislation of a radical character -and I 
Was positive that no tmrh legislation 
would be had. 
It is not necessary that 


I should discuss iu detail my reasons 
for the prophecy. Whether or not it has 
been fulfilled is more to tho point. That 
it has been terribly fulfilled is known 
to everyone who is acquainted with tho 
records and has knowledge of tho situa- 
tion today. Never before waa the wage 
working class in America iu so depressed 
and unbappy a state as at present, and 
never before was the future of that clans 
so dark and threatening. 
With the 


workingman now the main question ia 
not the rate of wages or hours of labor, 
bat whether he is to have work at any 
price and under any conditions. It will 
no longer do to say of the idle, "Oh, 
they are tramps and buma, because they 
choose to be such and will not work 
when they can avoid it." I am sure that 
my estimate is conservative when I say 
that there are in the United States to- 
day more than 2,000,000 persons who 
are out of work through no fault of 
their own, who are eeeking in vain for 
an opportunity to earn their living and 
who have been engaged in the fruitless 
search lor varying periods extending 
back over 10 months. Further, this 
great array of enforced idksrs is being 
augmented with every rising and set- 
ting of the sun. 


And eo we see the personification of 


that element to which wo owe the crea- 
tion of the things that make life worth 
living a ragged, starving mendicant 
in the midst of a civilization built by 
its brawn and brain. What a spectacle 
is this for the closing years of tho nine- 
teenth century of the Christian era! 
What a picture it will make drawn by 
the pen of the historian! What would 
the men who declared for the right of 
"life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
nesV' say cottld they return and see our 
present conditions? The right to life 
certainly carries with it the right to 
tbose things necessary to sustain life,. 
This right shonld not be abridged so 
long as its exercise by an individual 
does not trespass upon the equal rigbt of 
another. Nature has performed her 
part. She has placed at the hand of man 
the elements out of which he may pro- 
duce the things needful to the sustenance 
of life and has equipped him with tho 
physical strength and the brain to guide 
it, to shape those elements into things 
for bis use. Therefore if any man is 
deprived of the opportunity to "earn hia 
bread in the sweat of his face" he ia 
cheated of a natural right. The 2,000,- 
000 and more of enforced idlers in thia 
Country have been cheated of that rigbt, 


Every stomach that comes into this 


worB'to be fed, every back to be cloth- 
ed, brings with it the hands or otner 
members capable, if allowed, of supply- 
ing its wants. 
With the hnpiove- 


ments of the past 80 years in methods 
of production each pair of hands is able, 
if given tbe opportunity, to produce a 
great deal more than one person can 
possibly consume. 
I will not say how 


mnch more, for the doctors disagree 
somewhat upon the subject. Thia coun- 
try is gifted with natural resources aa 
is no other land under the sun. 
Then 


why these millions of poverty stricken 
men of mnsclo in such an enlightened 
age and in such a country? 


There can be but one correct answer 


to this query, and it is written in tho 
four words vicious and unwise legisla- 
tion. The laws which nsen havo made 
have circumvented the laws of nature, 
and the natural equal right to the essen- 
tials to life which tho Civafor gave to 
all bis creatures has beon taken and in 
withheld Ironi some by law. It was my 
opinion a year ago that the legislation 
which our national lawmakers would 
gi?e ns during the ^nsning 12 months 
would farther curtail the opportunities 
of those who must live by th< ir labor, 
and thereby greatly aggravate a situa- 
tion which wasevfn then unbearable ior 
many. 
During the past 12 months 90 


per cento? tho.se at present unemployed 
have been thrown out of work, wore 
than 500,000, who are not counted will) 
the unemployed, have been put 
short time, and wages have been re- 
duced by cuts of frons 10 to Gf> p?r cent. 
The wage reductions would have been 
touch more extensive had it not been 
for tbe retraining influences of tho 
trades unions, which have so far been 
able to k<jep up the rates in most of the 
trades. By providing for their unem- 
ployed members the unions have also 
kept down the number ot applicants for 
public relief, 
Compute and reliable 


61 fctistics apon those points are not ob- 
tainable but any one can leadily under- 
stand that the lack of organization 
among those workers whose wages were 
reduced would limit tbe amount of pub- 
licity given to the matter, while organ- 
ized labor is always beard from when its 
evale of wages is attacked. How long 
tho unions will be able to stand the strain 
no one can say, but unless relief comes 
soon it looks to me as if tbo burdoh 
must soon become almost if not quite 
unendurable.

Now, 
the case with regard to short 


hours is very much the same as with 
regard to good wages. 
There are still 


some here and there who seem to believe 
in the old maxim of Biohelieu that 
worldugmen are to be compared with 
nmkjs, who are less spoiled by work 
than by roposo; but, on the whole, the 
beneficial effect of reasonable repose is 
now generally admitted, and nobody 
would think it wise or profitable to re- 
turn to the very long hours of the early 
part of the century. And here, aga'oti, 
what is good for one nation has proved 
good for others. 
All have alike bene- 


fited in productive capacity by abandon- 
ing long UOUIB of labor. 


When Mr. Bcott, the eminent Green- 


ock shipbuilder, opened a yard in 
France, he reduced the honis of the 
French shipwrights from 12 to 10 and 
says he found it advantageous BO far as 
he was concerned. 
Indeed he raised 


their wages in consequence from 4 
franca a day to 4^ francs, so that they 
must have done more wofk in the short- 
er day than in the longer one. 
When 


the hours were reduced to 11 in 1872 in 
Canton 
Olaras,. the manufacturers 


prophesied ruin, but obtained 99,15 per 
cent of their old production in the first 
year and more than their old production 
in the next. 


In 1881 the Swiss factory Inspector 


reports a tannery and a watch factory 
as having voluntarily reduced their 
hours to 10, and having in both cases i 
found the same quantity produced in 
tho day and an improvement in quality. 
The textile manufacturers of a particu- 
lar district in Bohemia reduced their 
hours in 1870, and while they got at

The first ia 
followed by an account of the killing of 
one Frank Kreiger because he called the 
American nag "a rag"— -with an un- 
pleasant adjeeti^ attached. The killer 
is icported as sayiog: "1 couldn't stand 
that, and I slapped him on the nose. He ' 
tumbled over, and I left him in dis- 
gust." Kreiger was taken home and 
died of a fractured skull some days lat- 
er. "The jury stood 1 1 for conviction of 
plain assault arid battery and one for 
conviction of manslaughter. Schultz ig 
out on insignificant bail, and very prob- 
ably he will never have to go to court 
again." 


Ho far aa I am aware, there is no stat- 


ute against insulting the flag, but if 
anybody who takes a notion has a right 
to kill us for that offense there fchould 
be an enactment to that effect in older 
that we may worship the flag according 
to law, or failing in that bo killed ac- 
cording to law. We have heard BO much 
about "law 
abiding citizens" that it 


hurts our feelings not to have things 
done lawfully. 
Making and executing 


laws individually are supposed to be 
characteristic of anarchy. 
If so, is not 


the man who killed Kreiger a very dan- 
gerous sort of anarchist? 
Yet wo are 


tqld under beading No. 1 that "people 
in Jersey hate anarchists. " Why, then, 
ia this brutal bnlly left at large? 


If the American flag must depend on 


such defenders, it is in a bad way. A 
drunken fist, a policeman's club or a 
gatling gun may silence contemptuous 
remarks about Old Glory, but they can- 
not command for it the respect and de- 
votion of brave, true hearts.

these it is simply a worthless rag.

How "Turkey Red" Is Made. 


An oil bath ia prepared composed ol 


100 gallons of water and 50 pounds oi 
oil—sufficient for 100 pounds of cotton-' 
and in this bath the cotton is handled un- 
til thoroughly impregnated; then pressed 
out and dried at a temperature not ex- 
ceeding 40 degrees C. For mordanting, 
a bath of aluininate of soda is made by 
dissolving 80 pounds sulphate of alumina 
and 180 of soda in from six to eight times 
their weight of water, the soda solution 
being slowly added to the sulphate solu- 
tion, and when all is added the liquor is 
made to stand at 0 degrees B. Into thia 
bath the oil and dried cotton are entered 
and turned over eight to ten times to im- 
pregnate the fiber; then allowed to steep 
in the bath over night, being next day 
wrung out and-dried at a teiuperatureoi 
43 degrees C. The mordanted cotton 
after being dried is worked for 16 min- 
ntes in a bath containing eight to ten 
pounds of chalk; then rinsed and dried.

CHANCE IS 'It FACTOR. 


In One's Life Luck Plays a Flighty Im- 


portant Part. 


The Sturdy Qualities That Go to Make Up a Capa- 


ble Man Fail to Push Him Into Prominence 
Except as Chance Lends Its Aid—Some Noted 
Examples. 


A year ago, In on article written for 


the American Preea Association, 'i pre- 
dicted that before tho frost wna out of 
the ground in the spring of 1H9-1 the 
wngeworkera in .the United States 
would find themselves in n condition 
worse than any that had inthrallcd the 
working class at any-prflyiong period in 
the history of the country. Tho predio 
tion was based upon the knowledge thnt 
for years we hpd been rapidly np)jronch- 
'ng n crisis in ' industrial allaim—n 
trisis which oonld only be prevented by 
legislation of a radical character—and I 
was positive that no finch legislation 
would be bad. 
It is not necessary thut 


I should discuss in detail my reasons 
for tbo prophecy. 
Whether or not it hiis 


been fulfilled is more to tho point. That 
it has'been terribly fulfilled is known 
to every one who is acquainted with'the 
records nnd has knowledge of tho situa- 
tion today. Never before was tho wngp 
working clnsa in America in so depressed 
and unhappy n state as at present, and 
never before was thofuturoof tbritclusa 
so dark nnd threatening. 
With the 


workingman now the mnin question is 
Bst tha rate oj wages or hours of labor, 
bnt whether he ia to hnvb work-at any 
price and under any conditions. It will 
no longer do to say of tho idle, "Oh, 
they are tramps and bums, because they 
ubuoso to be ench and will, not work 
when they can avoid it." I am sure that 
my estimate is conservative when I say 
that there are in tho United States to- 
day more than 2,000,000 persons who 
nro out of work through no fault of 
their owu, who are seeking in vain for 
an opportunity to earn their living nnd 
who have been engaged in the fruitless 
search for varying periods oxteuding 
back over 10 months. 
Further, this 


great army of enforced idlers is being 
augmented with every rising and sot- 
ting of the sun. 


And so we see the personification of 


thnt element to wliich wo owe tho crea- 
tion,of tho things that make life worth 
living a ragged, starving mendicant 
in tho midst of B civilization built by 
its brawn, and brain. What n upoctnclo 
is this for tho closing years of the iiino- 
teeuth century of tho Christian eral 
What a picture It will make drawn by 
the pen of the historian! What would 
the men who declared for the right of 
"life, liberty and tho pursuit of hnppl- 
ntsV1 say could they return and Bee our 
prcaeut conditions? Tho right to lifo 
c-rtainly carries with it tho right to 
1 hose .things necessary to sustain lifq. 
This right should not be abridged so 
long ns its exercise by an individual 
diipg not trespass upon the equal right of 
another. 
Nature has performed her 


part. Sho has placed at thu hand of man 
the elements out of which ho may pro- 
duce the things needful to thosustonnnco 
of lifo nnd has equipped him with tlio 
physical strength and the brain to guide 
it, to ehnpo thoso elements Into things 
for his use. 
Therefore if nny man ia 


deprived of tho opportunity to "earn his 
bread in the sweat of his face" ho is 
cheated of a natural right, Tho 2,000,- 
000 and more of enforced idlers in this 
country havo been cheated of that right. 


Every stomach that comeu into this 


worl'J'io be fed, every back to bo cloth- 
ed, brings with it the hands or other 
members capable, if allowed, of supply- 
ing its wants. 
With the Improve- 


ments of the past. 00 years in methods 
of production each pnirof hnndsis able, 
if given the opportunity, to produce n 
grent deal more than one person can 
possibly consume. 
I will not suy bow 


mnch more, for the doctors disagree 
Eomewhat npon the subject. This coun- 
try ia gifted with natural resources as 
is no other Innd under the sun. 
Then 


why these millions of poverty'etrickon 
men of musclo in snch an enlightened 
ago nnd in such n country? 


There can be hut ouo correct answer 


to this query, nnd it ia written in tbo 
four words vicious and unwise legisla- 
tion. 
The laws which hien'hare made 


havo circumvented ths laws of nature, 
and the natural equal right to tho essen- 
tials to lifo which tho Creator gavo to 
nil his creatures has been titken und ia 
withheld from some by law.

Wheat rose briskly with reports, due j Jug. 


«very year about April 1, that gr eat in- 
jury has been sustained. Later accounts 
were better and prices well, closing 2 
cents higher than last week. Western re- 
ceipts for four weeks have been only 
6,829,063 bushels, against 11,523,745 laat 
year, but exports are very small. 


Corn receipts for four weeks have been 


13,773,748 bushels, against 7,995,115 last 
year, so that the tonnage of the two 
grains taken together is as large as a year 
ago. 
Pork products have sharply ad- 


vanced, though corn but little. 


Cotton has advanced an eighth, the 


weekly movement beinj. more favorable 
to holders, though 200,000 bales have al- 
ready come into sight in excess of the en- 
tire crop according to some so-called 
investigations. 


Improvement In Industries. 


Industries have gained again thought 


not so much as in other weeks this month, 
but the works in operation enjoy some in- 
crease in tbe demand. 


Fall trade in woolens is still very small, 


but needs of belated clothiers have caused 
quite an improvement iu spring goods. 
Cottons are also in better demand and 
print cloths have advanced a sixteenth. 


The shoe manufacturer is supported by 


larger orders, particularly from the south 
for women's goods, with many small pur- 
chases for immediate delivery at the east 
and a little better demand at the west 
Shipments from Boston, 17.6 per cent less 
than last year for the first quarter, are 
only 14.7 per cent less for March. The 
demand for leather also increased, though 
only in medium or lower qualities. 


Domestic trade continues about 30.4 per 


cent less than a year ago. Clearings at 
New York are 34.7 per cent less and at 
uppers and 22.7 per cent less. 


Failures for the week number 238 in the 


United Statesnigainst 166 last year, and 
80 in Canada, V.ainst 28 last year. 


The liabilities for three weeks of March 


thus far reported have been §10,061,991, of 
which 14,699,188 were of manufacturing 
end £4,225,083 of trading concerns. The 
returns so far indicate a smaller aggregate 
for March than for February.

NEW YORK, March 81. -Benjamin G-. 


Banford, who misappropriated $53,000 of 
the funds of the Continental National 
bank, was sentenced to the penitentiary 
for five years. Harry C. Witshaw, book- 
keeper of the United States National 
bank, who embezzled upward of $35,000 
of the bank's funds, also received a sen- 
tence of five years in the penitentiary.

DODGEVILLE, N. Y., March 31.—Fritz 


Kloetzer killed hig wife and four chil- 
dren, and then committed suicide at his 
home last night. He had been out of 
work for & long time, and despondency is 
supposed to have led to the deed.

state department. 
It cannot be said, 


however, to have caused much surprise, 
for previous advices received from our 
consular officers at Samoa indicated the 
existence of disturbed and threatening 
conditions in the islands. 


The department has kept as well in- 


formed of affairs there as the difficulties 
in the way of communication would per- 
mit, and it was felt that sooner or later, 
the United States would again become 
vexed with the questions growing out of 
the obligations assumed, 
under what 


President Cleveland has declared to be a 
•hining example of an un-American and 
entangling alliance. 


Justice Ido is a Vermont man, and up 


to this time the reports show that he has 
secured the approval and commendation 
of the treaty powers ia every move. 
Therefore it is believed that he was act- 
ing strictly within

Call Flies. 


One of the most remarkable facts in the 


hibtoiy of the gall fly is that different spe- 
cies i'cling on the same tree produce total- 
ly different results. Thus one of them 
puncturing the wild rote gives rise to,one 
of those pretty mosslike tufts which BO 
frequently adorn it. Another on the same 
plant produces round growths resembling 
euirauls in sue and form, A much great- 
er variety of form ia produced on the oak 
tree 


Xo fewer than 50 species of gall fly, in- 


deed, are said to produce tb«ir particular 
forms of growth upon it. One of the most 
common is that which produces the mar- 
bio gall. This gall is produced ou the 
twigs in the form of round bodies, soft and 
green at first, afterward brown and woody. 
The familiar oak apple is of more irregu- 
lar shape, and prettily colored red and 
yellow like a fruit. Of a similar shape to 
the marble gall, but softer, and of a pret- 
ty red color where exposed to the eun, is 
the cherry gall. 


Another frultlike gall, small, round and 


often appearing in clusters on the male 
catkins of the oak, is known as the cur- 
rant gall. Still more remarkable perhaps 
is the artichoke gall. In this case thb gall 
fly has laid its egg in the center of a bud, 
and the vegetative growth, though dis- 
turbed, has asserted itself in a symmetric- 
al manner. 
The oval body in the center, 


containing the egg or grub, is covered with 
a series of imbricating or overlapping 
scales, so that the whole bears a striking 
resemblance to the involucrum ol a this- 
tle.—Chambers' Journal. 


Traits of Gaucho*. 


The love of bloodshed seems inherent in

As a natural result of the 
neglect or indifference with which they 
are treated, they become dangerous to 
strangers, while their combats among 
themselves are so desperate that many a?a 
left bleeding 01 dead upon the ground.—•

Few of the visitors in the galleries at 


the oapitoi, as they look down upon the 
pages nimbly skipping between the desks 
on the floor of the house and senate, mu 
Ize what an important factor they are in 
the workings of tfa* government. The sen- 
ators have but a vague idea of where the 
different committee rooms, the document 
room, the library and other rooms are sit- 
uated and are entirely dependent upon the 
pages for anything they need from these 
places, and if the services of these little 
fellows should be dispensed with the con- 
gressional wheels would find great difficul- 
ty iu revolving with the smoothness thai 
they now do. The positiou of page is a 
very lucrative one, considering the ago ol 
the boya employed, and consequently ther« 
ia a great scramble for the places at each 
change of administration. Indeed it some- 
times requires more influence to obtain ona 
of these places than it does to secure a sit- 
uation paying several thousand dollars i 
jear. The boys receive $75 a month, bu 
they always manage in various ways to 
make quite a little sum in extras. In the 
senate there are 16 pages. 
Thirtvy-wigh 


are required to attend to the many want 
of the congressmen in the house. It ha 
often been remarked that the pages in con 
gress, and particularly in the senate, ar 
a very handsome looking lot of youngsters 
and as their duties bring them into direc 
contact with sorno very fastidious men 
thdr personal appearance is always tnkt-n 
into consideration in thoir selection There i 
seems to be a general impression that it ia 
very demoralizing upon a boy to serve us 
a page, but I do not tind thab this is so. 
On the contrary, the Influences surround- 
ing him are beneficial in many ways. A 
page secures a practical in light into the 
lawmaking branch of the government and 
by his association with public men be- 
comes well versed in the questions of the 
day. There is a law to the effect that all 
pages shall be between the ages of 18 and 
16. This rule is generally observed in the 
senate, and when a boy reaches tho age oi 
16 ha is removed. 


In the house, however, this law is prac- 


tically a dead letter, and some of the pages 
are as old as 85 years, and In order to keep 
up an appearance of being young they are 
compelled to shave every day to keep thei* 
upper lip smooth. It is a great tempta- 
tion for boys to give their age several years 
younge* than it really is, and as there ia 
no way of obtaining their exact age they 
often by this means secure a coupJe ol 
years' extra service. After a boy is onc« 
appointed in the bouse his position in the 
future depends largely upon his own ef- 
forts. U he husties about and makes him- 
self popular among the congressmen and 
gets several of them personally interested 
in him, he is pretty sure of hia place foi 
some time, and as their duties bnug them 
into constant contact with the members 
the boys have a splendid chance to make a 
favorable impression. A case of this kind 
occurred several years ago whtu Tom Heed 
was elected speaker of the house. As he 
w»s unacquainted with a good many mem- 
bers, he had one of the old pages stand by 
him and prompt him when members aro*»e 
in their places to be recognized. The page 
acted in this capacity for several weeks, 
and he got to boon pretty good terms with 
Mr. Reed. A short time after this the page 
was notified by the sergeant-at-arms that 
he would have to be dismissed, as he had 
been appointed by a Democrat. The boy 
went at once to Mr. Heed aud asked him 
to intercede kt his behalf. The speaker 
did so, and the page is still serving on the 
floor of the house. 


The other day I had a talk with one of 


the little pages of the senate, aud he told 
me some of the inside facts concerning his 
duties. Speaking of the extras he made, 
he said i "Yes, we make considerable ex- 
tra money, but not so much now as we 
used to years ago. I have made as much 
as $10 a week when times were good, but 
it is seldom now that we manage to make 
aa much as that in a month. We used to 
make a good deal by getting autographs 
of the senators for visitors. We charged 
at the rate of B to 8 cents a name and 
would get a whole set for $5. Autographs 
are not so much in demand nowadays, 
however. When a member makes a speech 
upon some subject like the tariff or silver, 
he generally has it printed. One of us then 
goes around for him and asks the other 
members to subscribe for the speeches. 
We receive a percentage on these subscrip- 
tions. We make the most money, though, 
by selling speeches. We collect all the 
speeches that have been made on a certain 
subject and have no trouble whatever in 
getting $5 for a small f»et and $10 for a 
large one. I made 125 in less than a month 
test session in this way. 


"We make something by showing visit- 


ors around the building sometimes, but 
this is against the rules, «nd we have to do 
it on the sly. We very seldom get any- 
thing from the senators themselves, but 
Benato* Stanford used to give each of ns a 
erisp $8 bill every Christmas, besides in- 
viting as to his house to a grand dinner 
every yeaA Of course we all liked him 
and almost used to fight to see which one 
would have the honor of waiting on him. 


"No, we do not have to work very hard 


nowadays, We generally get to work at 
about 9:80, but have nothing to do until 
12, when the senate convenes. Most of the 
senators are very easy on us. 


"When we hav»»Jght sessions, of course 


we have to work h«td and late. Last ses- 
sion, just before the final adjournment on 
the 4th of March, the senate had night 
sessions continually for about a week, and 
sometimes toward early morning I would 
be so tired and sleepy that I would drop 
asleep the moment 1 sat down. We would 
take turns going off into some committee 
room and sleeping and took our meals in 
the senate restaurant, generally at the ex- 
pense of some kind hearted senator. 
Our 


great snap, though, is to go off with some 
senatorial excursion or with a party of 
senators accompanying the remains of 
jome senate' to his home. 


"Last year I went with a party of sena- 


tors and congressmen on a trip to Pen Mar 
and all through the state of Pennsylvania. 
I went to all the place* of interests in the 
principal cities, rode about the streetslu

turbed, haa asserted itself in a symmetric- 
al nmnnor..

On tho contrary, the Influences surround- 
ing him are honeflalul' in many ways, A 
page secures a practical Insight into the 
lawmaklng hrnnoh of tho government and 
by his niaoclatlon with public men be- 
comes well varied ' In tho questions of - the 
day. 
There la a law to tho effect that nil 


pages shall be between the agea of 13 and 
10. Thia rule la generally observed iu the 
aedato, nnd when 0. boy reaches tho ago ol 
10 be Is removed.

In the house, however, this law Is prao- 


tlcally n dead letter, and Borne of tho pages 
aro aa old as 20 years, and In order to keep 
up an appearance of .being young they are 
oompelled to shavo every day to keep theli 
upper Up smooth.

Onr 
great snap, though, Is to go off with Borne 
eenatorlal oxcuralon or with n-party of 
locators accompanying tho romalna of 
jome BQnator to hl.i home. 


"Last year Twent with u party of sena- 


tors aud congressmen on n trip to POM Mar 
nnd all through thcatateof Pennsylvania. 
I went to all tho placet of Interests in the 
principal, cltios, rodo about tho at.reel-s'ln 
carriages, stopped at tho finest hotels and 
lived llko a lord.

HE LUMINOUS EYES OF DEEP SEA 


PISH, 


A Legend Of the Spring—The Orijfn of 


the Bean—Why Wnt<-r Kzpanda It» Freez- 


ing:. 


The eyes of deep sea fish are very varied. 


Some have neither eyes noi1 &i«ht. Othera 
iav« greatly enlarged eyeballs, bo as to 
atcb the least glimpse of 1 itfht. Their eyea 
;end either to disappear or to be unusually 
iilicient, but since ni&iaco of sunlight eau 
MHietrateto any great depth, and it ia prol> 
ibly quite darK* beyond a depth of some 200 
'athoms, of what use can eyes be? 


Chambers' Journal sajs that fish have 


been captured at a <i<'pth of nearly 8,000 
'athouib, where there must be not only ab- 
solute stillness, but uKo toul darl:ness, ex- 
cept (or the fact that bomeof ihene deep sea 
Features are phosphorehceiit, and therefore 
luminous. This fact was first ascertained 
n the Challenger expedition. Since then 
Mr. Alcock of the Indian marine survey 


s found that some deep sea crustaceans 


save a similar power, one large prawn quite 
aghting up a bucketful of water in which 
it was placed. Fish vith large eyes have 
iherei'ore a better chauco of finding food 
and mates, but they cannot wholly depend 
upon fcight, since some have quite aban- 
doned all attempts to hce. 


Some, again, have luminous organs on 


;heir head or body or tail, which are under 
;heir control, so that they can actually 
:hrow light at pieaM.no on their prey or ex- 
tinguish itJn times of danger. Thus the 
angler, among others, attracts its prey by 
means of these color**1 lures or phosphores- 
cent lights. It has been well said that 
heso "vast profounds of the deep have be- 
come a sort of alinsluiuse or asylum, where- 
unto antiquated foims have retired, and 
amid the changeless environment have 
dwelt for iiges unalteiod." 


A Legend of the Spring, 


A curious legend regarding the cuckoo is 


found amonK the Danes, which, with some 
modifications, is likewi -o current in many 
parts of Gesmany, in England and the north 
of Europe. When in eaily springtime the 
voice of the cuckoo is first heard in the 
woods, every village Rirl kisses her hand 
and asks the question, "Cuckoo, cuckoo, 
when shall 1 be married?" And the old 
folks inquire, "Cuckoo, cuckoo, when 
shall I be released from this world's cares?" 


The bird, in answer, continues singing 


"Cuckool" as many times as years will 
elapse before the object of their desires will 
come to pass. 
But as some old people live 


to an advanced age, and many girls marry 
late in life, the poor bird has so much to do 
in answering the questions put to her that 
the building season ROM by. She has no 
time to make her nest, but lays her eggs iu 
that of the hedgesparrow. The Swedes 
have a similar superstition, and many a 
peasant girl exclaims: 


Cuckoo, gray, tell to me, 
Up in tho tree, true and free,' 


How many years I must In o and go unmarried. 


The Origin of the Bean. 


The common bean was cultivated by the 


ancient Egyptians, but their priests regard- 
ed it as "uqcleau." The Old Testament 
mentions the bean twice, ana it is certain 
that the Hebrews knew of its existence at 
least 1000 
years B. C. The ancient inhab- 


itants of Switzerland and of Italy, in th« 
age of bronze, cultivated a small fruited 
variety of tbis plant. It was als,o known ta 
the ancient Greeks and to the ancient Lat- 
ins, and it grew wild in northern Africa ia 
the days of Pliny. 


The first cultivation of the bean is pr» 


historic. It was probably introduced into 
Europe, says Do Caiidolle, by the western 
Aryans (Celts and Slavs) at the times of 
their earliest migrations. A century before 
the Christian era it went into China, and 
still later into Japan, and only recently in- 
to India, There were probably two places 
where it grew wild before cultivation- 
south of the Caspian sea and north of Africa. 
The bean would long ago have become ex- 
tinct had not man cultivated it, eays Th» 
Farmer's Review. 


Why Water Expand! When It Freezes. 
Ice is in reality crystallized water, and 


during its formation the particles arrange 
themselves in ranks and lines, which cross 
each other at angles of 60 and 120 degrees 
and, as an exchange explains, occupy more 
space than when liquid. Cast iron bomb- 
shells 13 inches in diameter and 2 inches 
thick were filled with water and their aper- 
tures or fuse holes firmly plugged with iron 
bolts. Upon exposure to a temperature of 
19 degrees below zero, at the moment the 
water froze the shells burst asunder, dem- 
onstrating the enormous interior pressure 
to which they were subjected by the water 
assuming its solid shape.

Etllmess.-but U]KO totiil durhuesB, ex- 
cepb for the fact that some of these deop sea 
creatures are phosphorescent, and therefore 
luminous. This fact was first ascertained 
In tho ChalleDgar expedition. Since then 
Mr. Alcoclc of the Indian mariuo survey 
has found that some deep sen crustaceans 
have a similar power, one large prawn quita 
lighting up n, bucketful of water in which 
it was placed. Fish with Inrgo eyes have 
therefore Q. better clnuico of finding food 
and mates, but they CUD not wholly depend 
upon Eight, since eouio have quite aban- 
doned all attempts to see. 


Some, again, have luminous organs on 


their head or body or tail, which n.re under 
their control, BO that they can actually 
throw light at pleasure on their prey or ex- 
tinguish Ifcdn times of danger. Thus the 
angler, among others, nttructg its prey by 
nicung of ihcso colored lures or phosphores- 
cent lights. It has been well said that 
tbeso 'Vast profounds of tho deep have be- 
come a sort of almshouse or asylum, where- 
uiito antiquated forms have retired, and 
amid the changeless environment havu 
dwelt for ftgee unaltered."

"Onnoaiea of the human body is the 


legond 'handle «ith care' Lo plainly ^tamped 
as upon that narrow wax guaided caual 
and the little cavity called 'the drum' just 
beyond it. Yet it is poked at, scratched, 
ficooped out and irntated heedlessly, when 
an equal amount of impossible abuse, if di 
recced against the eye, would cause the de- 
struction of siyhfc," is the opinion of an 
eminent ear specialist reported by The 
Rural New Yorker. He further says: 


"rl wo distinguished writers on this sub- 


ject record these classic truths: 'The clean- 
est people are generally those who pack the 
most dirt into their cais.' In explanation, 
the narrow passage to the ear diuui is fai 
from being straight. Just inside its open- 
ing is an abrupt angle, so that particles oi 
wax and dead skin are easily forced back to 
a point where they are apt to lodge afcd 
form the nucleus for a large collection ot 
debus, the least effect of which is to cause 
temporary deafness. 'Clean your ears with 
your elbow I' was the response of a still 
more distinguished physician. In othei 
words, the ears do not require cleaning ex 
cepfc thay are diseased, and then the neces- 
sary cleansing should be attempted only by 
One who can see the offending material. 
The tissue which covers the ear canal grows 
outward, much like fish scales, and as these 
scales loosen from natural causes the 
foiceof gravity, together with the various 
attitudes of the head, accomplishes theii 
escape along with the old, discolored wax 
tihafded." 


A KANSAS CYCLONE, 


How the Awful M«se«nf er of Deitroctl«n 


Bursts Upon It* Prey, 


Being an enthusiastic wheelman, I fre- 


quently vake long rides into the country. 
The evening of June 21 found me on 
the road from Topeka to Lawreoo*. The 
heat of the noonday Ian bad given way to 
a slightly cooler temperature, and the blue 
dome was dotted here and there with float- 
ing white cioudft 
There was scarcely 


breeze enough to move the wilting foliage 
of the lofty trees on tfee bluff north of the 
road. The whole world seemed at peace. 
I could hear in the distance the peculiar 
cry of the farmhand galling the pigs to 
their evening feeding. The nulkmaid was 
busy with the cows. 


Aa I moved slowly along, delighting in 


the glorious beauty of the landscape and 
in its peaceful activity, I noticed that the 
air felt so clbse and sultry that I found 
exertion difficult, and this, with a rus- 
tling iu the trees wid the veiling of the 
sun's face, prompted me to turn to the 
west, where it seemed that a thunder- 
ptorni was gathering. It moved along rap- 
idly—only a summer shower. 
To the 


loft, along the bluff, the gentle drops of 
rain wero falling with lullaby like patter 
on the thickly clustered trees of the hill- 
bide forest. I had dismounted from my 
\\ heel and was watching the progress of 
the storm that, passing so near me, had 
not touched me. 


But all at once, with a mighty roar 


like tho rending of the heavens.a dark 
greenish cloud, with tints of yellow and 
black, its massive folds writhing in and 
out like serpents at battle, emitting vivid 
flashes of lightning, came over the bluff a 
quarter of a mile east of me. It was shap- 
ed like a huge top, its irregularly formed 
upper half revolving rapidly while the 
lower end swept the earth along a path a 
quarter of a mile wide. 


Startled a<j I was, I could not take my 


eyes from this awful messenger of destruc- 
tion. The crash of the buildings first 
struck filled the air with flying debria, in

After a course of half a mile along the

It swept through huge wheat- 
fields, where it snapped off the drooping 
heads of the almost ripened grain, and 
then tore on through the little village oi 
Wiiliamstown, transforming what was 
the moment before ua lovely village of the 
plain" into a scene of devastation. Houses, 
barns and other buildings were destroyed 
and human beings carried through space 
as if they were but feathers. 


Many lives were lost and many homes 


literally swept from the face of the earth 
There were many miraculous escapes. A 
baby 16 months old was discovered bj 
the roadside several hundred yards away 
from the house, asleep and uninjured. An 
old lady 60 years old was carried a milt 
from her home and lodged safely in the 
widespreading branches of an oak tre«a, 
unhurt. A family of six sought refuge in 
a small space under the stairs; the house 
was carried away with the sole exception 
of that portion, and the family escaped in 
jury. A house was completely swept away, 
but the family oat and her kittens undei 
the porch were not disturbed.—John M

BEGGARS IN NEW YORK.

Their Grouping* by tfatlonitllttM M* 


BJodes of "Working" at $h«ir Craft. 
The comradeship of beggars, to which 


all writers on the subject of the nether side 
ol life in the big metropolis of New York 
delight to refer, does not Manifest itself 
at courts or poWce stations, for no individ- 
ual arrested for mendicancy in Now York 
for a very long time has described, him- 
self as a beggar when, arraigned or arrest- 
ed. There are about 1,500 professional 
beggars in New York. Begging as a fine 
ar^ "»• fixed science is not an American in- 
stitution, Americans do not make good 
beggars, if such an expression may be used 
to describe ability in «lm»getting. 


Begging is a foreign industry, tempora- 


rily transported, so far as this city la con- 
cerned. There is one peculiar thing about 
it which does not find its way usually into 
the columns of newspapers. The profes- 
sional beggars of New York belong in 
grotips, divided by questions of nationali- 
ty. There is the Italian group, the Span- 
ish group, the Danish group, the French 
group, the Russian group.the Polish group, 
the Scottish group, the Swedish group, 
the Greek group, and BO on. Each of these 
groups has a certain place of rendezvous, 
and the v,*y they operate is about as fol- 
lows t If a prominent Italian comes to the 
United States on a visit and the newspa- 
pers chronicle his movements, it is not 
long before he is beset by Italian mendi- 
cants who claim to be temporarily em- 
barrassed and to have heard from abroad 
of his liberality and benevolence, A French 
tourist has the same experience from his 
compatriots, and so it is all through the 
list. 


The professional beggars are close read- 


ers of obituary notices, and when a man 
of prominence in the foreign colony dies 
hia family is pestered with importunities 
by beggars from that country. 
Not very 


long ago a well known New York mer- 
chant died, and his obituary notice con- 
tained the information that he had been 
born ia a certain town of Holland. As 
soon aa the Dutch group of beggars got 
hold of this fact they overran the members 
of bis family with claims for charity and 
assistance. All professional beggars in New 
York read the published newspaper ao- 
rounts of accidents of an unusual charac- 
ter, and when some member of a family 
has met bis death in a peculiar manner 
they profess to members of the family to 
have suffered from a similar affliction and 
hope to stimulate their generosity. 


These mendicants go about their work 


of almsgetting systematically. One group 
does not interfere with another. Facts 
learned by one member of a group are at 
the earliest opportunity communicated to 
the others, and thus, almost automatical- 
ly, these beggars descend from all parts 
of the city on a common object of attack. 
They evade the provisions of the law re- 
garding mendicancy by prosecuting theit 
demands within doors and not on the 
streets. They are careful about this, for 
the distinction which many persons would 
not observe is a vital one in law. 


The great majority of New York profes- 


sional beggars are intemperate, and the 
larger amount of what may be described 
as their earnings is expended In drink. 
This fact does not comport very well with 
their own known system and precision in 
securing victims for attack, but it can be 
easily explained when it is stated that the 
best organized group of foreign born men- 
dicants come from countries where drink- 
ing is general, but intoxication is 
New York Sun.

Gold Over CaJoi In Traceries and In Wash- 


es Finds Increasing Favor. 


Gold over color in traceries and in washes 


ifl often a desirable finish on decorative 
work. For this use the unfluxed gold i<* de- 
sirable. The color contains flux, and 
laying fluxed gold over this it would f 
into the color, and uniting with it leave but 
little luster. 
The unnuxed gold in the 


same heat would not sink m so deep and all 
its luster be perceptible. For grpen gold 
and red gold bronze effects malt color of a 
desired shade may be laid and fired, after 
which a medium thin wash of unfluxed 
gold cmy be laid over this, giving the effect 
of gold bronze at a much lower cost than 
by using pure metal. 


The perfection in firing gold over glaze 


color is attained by a hard fire the first 
time to drive the paint deep into the glaze. 
After applying the gold use a less strong 
fire, that it may not quite reach the color, 
but attach itself to the upper portions oi 
the glaze. 


Gold tracery, either on the white china or 


over color, is finding increasing favor. This 
kind of finish requires a great amount of 
time compared to the method prevalent a 
few years ago. Pointing out the advan- 
tages of the foregoing, Art Amateur says 
that the amount of gold used is trifling 
in comparison with the stippling finish, and 
thii is one point in its favor. The princi- 
pal one, however, lies in the beauty and 
perfection that may be attained in such 
work. 


How to Set the Palette in Oils. 


"Adopt a uniform system of arranging 


colors, so that in the absorption of painting 
one need not look for a certain color or tint, 
but know instinctively upon what part of 
the palette it is to be found," advices a 
writer on oil painting. "A simple and con- 
venient method of arranging the colors is 
to begin at the top at the right end of the 
palette near the thumbhole and near the 
cuter edge Place the white, following with 
yellows, reds, blues, browns aud blacks re- 
spectively. Put each pigment in a femall 
pile by itself, so that it will not touch aud 
mingle with its neighbor. This outer edge 
of the palette should always be reserved for 
the pure tones which are taken direct fiom 
the tube, placing mixed tones and shades 
en an Inner row,"

•hip—Tfce Kxftmple Set by Her M^Jeaty 
tbe Queen Followed by Her Subject*. 
"Mutei" Not So Often Employed. 


Of London's many street characters 


none is more grewsomsly interesting than 
tho funeral mutes, who stand on the door- 
step of an afflicted house and bear the ccf- 
nn to the hoarse, then solemnly march 
with the funeral procession to the grave. 


English funeral customs are very elab- 


orate, often very curious, even fantastic, 
and as often they suggest fetich worship 
rather than a decent regard for the deco- 
rous interment of the dead. 


Superstition plays no small part in Eng- 


lish burial rites, notably in the rural dis- 
tricts. In Hampshire the window of the 
chamber of death is at once raised that 
the spirit of the dead person may tukfl its 
unfettered flight. Also the house door is 
left open until after the funeral, for the 
curious reason that the spirit may not be 
shut out if desirous to return. 
If Inclem- 


ent weather makes a wide open door Im- 
practicable, the door is at least left ajar. 


In this same county shrouds for the 


poorer people are made of white cotton 
wadding, folded over the corpse in snowy 
masses. The coffin te borne to the ceme- 
tery by beaters who have been friends of 
the deceased. 


To an earnest believer in the Christian 


religion, one who regards the body 
merely the casket of the departed soul, it 
seems almost wicked, the attention paid 
here to this lifeless casket. Hours are 
spent in graveyards, and doubtless fatal 
colds contracted on the anniversaries of 
the mournful day of burial. 


People indulge in grief with a morbid 


extravagance that is quite unaccountable 
to the philosophic miud. They seem to 
find a luxury in woe. And who can won- 
der, alter all, when the example is constant- 
ly set them by the first lady in the land, 
her majesty the queen, who spends hours 
at the mausoleum at Frognal on the an- 
niversary death days of those whom she 
loved in life, placing fresh wreaths on the 
tombs, holding diegelike religious serv- 
ices, weeping and making herself and her 
family generally miserable. 


Naturally the queen's example le emu- 


lated by the wife of the mechanic, who 
periodically and solemnly wends her way 
to the grave of her dead, laden with flow- 
ers, both natural and, likelier still, cheap 
artificial ones, cohered over with glass 
globes, than which there can be nothing 
more ghastly, 


It is not the custom for the women ol 


the better class households to accompany 
the body to the grave or to be seen in the 
room where the coffin is placed. The fem- 
inine mourners of the Immediate family 
privately indulge their grief in their own 
rooms. Outside friends of both sexes at- 
tend the funeral, but it is exceptional for 
the ladies to go to the grave. 


Of course this observance IB altered in 


the cases of public characters. At the Ob- 
sequies of Willcie Oollins a few years ago 
there were scores of ladies, who accompa- 
nied the procession clear to Kensal Grean 
cemetery, where the great novelist sleeps, 
in right royal company, close to Thack- 
eray, Tom Hood and other famous writers. 


The employment of mutes is fast falling 


Into disuse. There are, however, many 
old fashioned people who keep up this cus- 
tom. I saw four of these paid mourners 
guarding the door of an aristocratic man- 
sion in Mayfair, tbe street being for some 
distance thickly laid with sawdust to 
deaden the sound of passing vehicles. As 
if it mattered to the poor dead inmate} 
The mutes stand on guard for a day or 
two, pending the funeral, and on the day 
itself they assist in various ways. 


These mutes date in usage from the ear- 


liest Roman times. They wear long black 
"weepers," or streamers, about their tall 
hats. They usually spend their time in 
secular gossip, regaling. themselves from 
time to time from suspicious looking flasks 
slyly produced from invisible pockets. 
When any one parses by the house they 
relapse into lugubrious silence, and when 
any one enters the house they shed a few 
judicious tears behind deep black bordered 
pocket handkerchiefs 
At least we must 


imagine they do, because the handker- 
chiefs go up to their eyes with marionette- 
like una^itai^y a* Intervals. 


The funeral banquet, another Roman 


custom, observed with varying elaborate- 
ness, still holds its own. Hometimes a glass 
of sherry or port and a biscuit are the only 
refreshment provided 
But, be it more or 


less, it is regarded that the guests at a fu- 
neral must be sustained somehow. 


The long time elapsing between death 


and burial is certainly Egyptian. This 
may be accounted for from the observance 
of embalming the dead, an excuse seldom 
sufficient to explain the delay of burial in 
England, 
A week, even 10 days, elapse 


between death and burial In England. 
They regard the American haste iu this 
particular as no* only unseemly, but al- 
most irreverent. Well, there is much to 
be urged on both sides of the question. 
When an epidemic pages, considerations of 
the public health mti«t prevail. Indeed 
so careful of tbe lives of her people is Eng- 
land that the law often compels most ex- 
peditious interment. The season of year 
also must be considered. 


Funeral cards are al&o going out of fash- 


ion as well as lavish rioral offerings. 
It 


is frequently a request in death notices 
that "no flowers" be sent. With well bred 
people there is little ostentation at funer- 
als.—Boston Herald.

What Gambling IK 


Wagering, as such, involves necessarily 


no element inconsistent with the best citi- 
zenship or tha moat exalted sanctity. It 
makes no difference to the essential fea- 
tures of the act whether it is done by Mo- 
ses or Joshua in the distribution of tbe 
promised land, by a modern board ot 
church trustees in providing agaiuat the 
chances of loss by fire, or, to go a little 
further, by a professional gambler who 
sells pools on a race. The essential fea- 
tures are always the same. Hence it would 
eeorn that in a generic sense gambling ot 
wagering or betting, or by whatever name 
the transaction be called, Is any transac- 
tion In which a valuable "thing" is stak- 
ed to become the property of a party to 
the contract on the determination of a fu- 
ture and uncertain event. 
But usage 


in this our day and generation and with 
the people among whom we live and move 
and have our being has attached to 
the word "gambling" a different sense 
from that which it had in the beginning, 
"Gambling" specifically represents not 
only the idea of disposing of property by 
wager contract, but also the additional 
idea of excess. It calls up the idea oi 
thriftlessness, of vice, of ruin of the mor- 
al character.—-Rev. T. A, Heiiariok in 
Donahoe's Magazine.

Gold Over Color. In Traceries and In Wnsh' 


68 Flndi Incroailug Favor. 


Gold over color In traceries and in washes 


IS often a desirable flnish on decorative 
work. For this use the unfluxed izold is de- 
slrshle. The color contains flux, and in 
laying fluxed gold over this it would fuse 
into the color, nnd uniting with it leave but 
little luster. 
The unfluxed gold in the 


same heab would not sink in so deep aud all 
its luster be perceptible. For green gold 
and red gold bronze effects malt color of a 
desired shade may be laid and fired, after 
which a medium thin wash of unflnxed 
gold may be laid over this, giving the effect 
of gold bronze ab a much lower cosb than 
by using pure metal. 


The perfeobiou in firing gold over glaze 


color, is attained by a hard fire tho first 
time to drive tho paint deep into the glaze. 
After applying the gold use a less strong 
(ire, that it may not quite reach the color, 
but attach Itself to the upper portions of 
the glaze. 


Gold tracery, either on the white china or 


over color, is finding increasing favor. This 
kind of finish requires n great amount of 
time compared to the method prevalent a 
few years ago. Pointing out tbe advan- 
tage? of the foregoing, Art Amateur Rays 
that the amount of gold u.icd is trifling 
iu comparison with the stippling finish, and 
this is one point in its favor. The princi- 
pal one, however, lies in the beauty and 
perfection th^t may ho uttuined in such 
work. 


How to Sot the Palotto in Oils. 


"Adopt a uniform system of arranging 


colors, so that in the absorption of paiutin" 
One noed not look for a cerium color or tint, 
but know Instinctively upon what part of 
the qalettc it is to be found," advises a 
wri ter on oil painting. "A simple nnd con- 
venient method of arranging the colors is 
to begin at the top at the right cud of the 
palette near tho thumbhole nnd near the 
outer edge Place the white, following; with 
yellows, reds, blues, browns and blacks re- 
spectively. Put each pigment in n small 
pile by itself, so tlmb ib will not touch and 
mingle with Its neighbor. This outer edge 
of the palette should always be reserved for 
the pure tones which are taken direct from 
tho tube, placing mixed tones and shades 
(man Inner row."
